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PREFACE. 

jfT  18  now  five  or  six  years  since  a  friend  who 
Was  collecting'  a  Library  for  his  own  use,  re- 
quested me  to  furnish  him  with  a  list  of  the  best 
works  written  in  French,  in  every  branch  of 
literature ;  a  request  with  which  I  readily  com- 
plied. The  repeated  expressions  of  the  advaa- 
tage  and  facility  thus  afforded  him  by  guiding 
his  choice,  on  a  subject  where  it  was  natural  to 
suppose  I  possessed  the  greater  share  of  infor- 
mation, led  me  to  suppose  that  what  had  been 
advantageous  to  him,  might  prove  so  to  others ; 
that  in  this  country,  where  French  is  so  much 
studied,  many  persons  might,  like  him,  wish  to 
form  a  French  Library,  and  like  him  be  at  a 
loss  for  information,  and  desirous  of  assistance 
on  the  subject.  It  was  not  assuming  too  much, 
perhaps,  to  suppose  that  I  was  able  to  afford

this  iuformation,  and  it  was  equally  natural  that 
I  should  thus  seize  the  opportunity  offered  me 
of  extending,  in  England^  the  knowledge  of 
the  Literature  of  my  own  country.  With  this 
view,  I  began  tp  make  a  list  of  all  the  works  in 
our  language  which  I  thought  most  likely  to 
instruct  and  interest  the  generality  ol  English 
rieaders.  But  I  soon  perceived,  that  to  give  a 
mereenumeration  of  titles,  without  adding  a  cha- 
racter o(  the  works,  especially  when  seyerid  oc- 
curred on  one  subject,  was  to  furnish  the  reader 
with'  little  more  than  he  could  find  in  every 
boodcseller*^  ^talogve.  To  give,  as  far  as  my 
fiwn  jvdgmefki  would  allow^  a  proper  character 
of  eajch  work,  was  therefore  my  neict  under* 
Ukmgf  but  after  havijog  made  considerable  pro* 
gres»f  a^n^ther  diffiealty  presented  itself.  The 
w^I(  contemplated  was  intended  to  make  the 
iipgtishTeader  acquainted  with  French  Lite- 
rature^ a  Literature  against  which  more  pre- 
judices exist  (bow  far  they  may  be  just  becomes 
not  me  t9  «ay),  than  perhaps  against  any  oUier, 
and  in  favour  of  which  I  was  as  likely  to  be  bi- 
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Mead,  as  moet  of  my  readers  ware  likely  to  be 
prejudiced  mgainst  it.  What  right  had  I  then  to 
Mippoae  that  ^ny  attention  wonld  be  paid  to  the 
dfetom  of  one  who  bad  no  clains  to  public  con- 
%^ence^  and  whose  mind  might  be  infloenced 
by  national  vanity,  inflnenced  by  national  pre- 
judices, or  incapacitated  by  want  of  judgment 
and  information  1  To  hare  looked  for  materials 
among  French  writers  alone,  wonjd  have  proved 
a  comparatively  easy  task,  but  to  do  this  wonld 
have  been  to  remove  but  half  the  difficulty.  I 
therefore  sought  for  critieal  remarks  among 
Bnghdi  authors,  and  as  their  judgment  was 
likely  to  be  more  esteemed  fay  my  readers,  I 
defcermined  never  to  give  the  opinion  of  a 
French  Critic,  when  that  of  an  Englidi  one,  of 
eqfial  value,  could  be  obtained. 

.The  progress  of  the  work  now  offered  to  the 
public,  has  been  thus  particularly  stated,  not 
from  any  vanity  which  mi^t  lead  me  to  sup^ 
pose  a  very  great  degree  of  interest  attaebed 
to  it,  but  because  I  have  always  thought  that  if 
every  author  who  composes  a  work  of  any  mag«

nitude,.were  thus  to  state  the  circumstances  un-* 
der  which  he  first  cdnceived,  and  the  manner  in 
which  he  afterwards  performed,  his  under- 
taking, we  should  have  a  better  insight  into 
the  human  mind,  and  a  more  perfect  knowledge 
of  its  nature  and  progress  than  may  be  obtained 
by  Bny  other  means. 

As  I  only  give  an  account  of  the  books  which 
appearjed^ood,  both  to  myself  and  to  the  au- 
thors quoted  as  authorities  it  cannot  be  a 
matter  of  surprise  thsit  all  the  quotations  should 
be  laudatory.  But  having  drawn  materials 
from  every  source,  I  cannot  be  held  responsible 
for  all  the  opinioM  iadvanced  by  the  writers  I 
quote,  since  to  have  only  brought  foih^ard  those 
whose  judgment  I  entirely  approved,  would 
have  been  little  more  than  giving  my  own  opi- 
nion, on  which,  as  I  have  already  observed,  I 
Ivell  knew  little  or  no  relmnce  could  be  placed^ 
My  duty'  therefore  was,  not  to  speak,  but  to 
introduce  the  speakers.  Fo):  this  forhearancoi 
however,  I  have  found  myself  some  colnpdn* 
sation ;  for  while  the  great  /oiks  are  speaking 
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witbin,  I,  like  other  menials,  indulge  in  the  en-> 
trance-hally  and  the  Sketch  of  French  Litera- 
ture, given  at  the  cotnrtienceraent  of  the  volume, 
id  little  more  than  a  repetition  of  what  I  have 
been  able  to  collect  when  it  has  been  my  good 
fottune  to  overhear  the  opinion  of  my  Betters, 
of  the  La  Uarpes,  and  the  GHiNiERs,  the  Ba- 
RANTEs  and  the  Yillemains,  who,  as  critics, 
^formthe  beau-monde  of  French  society.  But, 
to  drop  the  metaphor,  it  appeared  adviseable  to 
add  to  the  heterogeneous  mass  of  criticisms 
collected  in  the  present  work,  a  sketch  which 
might  give  the  reader  a  general  view  of  the 
progress  of  French  Literature,  and  this  I  have 
endeavoured  to  do  in  the  introductory  Essay, 
as  fiar  as  the  limits  of  space,'  and  the  much  more 
ctrcnmseribed  limits  of  my  humble  abilities, 
would  allow.  That  this  View  should  be  per- 
fect, or  eveir  satisfactory  to  the  enquiring 
reader,  is  impossible,  since,  from  the  small  space 
allowed  me,  I  have  sometimes  been  obliged  to 
express  in  a  few  words,  the  character  of  a  wri- 
ter whose  works  it  would  require  volumes  fully 
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to  appreciate.  All  I  could  do  therefore,  was  to 
offer  a  few  leading  ideas  which  might  make  the 
reader  acquainted  with  the  peculiar  character-* 
istics  of  our  Literature  in  every  century,  and  at 
the  same  time  point  out  where,  if  more  were 
desired,  fuller  information  could  be  obtaiuied. 
This,  therefore,  is  all  I  have  attempted,  and  if 
in  this  I  have  succeeded,  my  purpose  is  accom- 
plished and  the  reader  will  be  sati&^ed. 

With  respect  to  the  work  itself,  it  jrequires 
but  little  experience  in  literary  matters,  to  be 
aware  of  the  extreme  labour  requisite  in  order 
to  accomplish  such  a  task,  and  of  the  impossi-* 
bility  of  rendering  it  perfect  and  satisfactory  to 
every  class  of  readers.  Some  works  mentioned^ 
to  many  persons  will  appear  undeserving  of  tao* 
tice,  while  a  few  may  wish  that,  for  their  partis 
cular  advantage,  more  of  the  same  class  had  been 
introduced.  Many  also  may  have  been  omitted 
which  it  will  seem  ought  to  have  found  a  place 
in  this  volume  ;  nor  has  this  omission  always 
been  wilful ;  for  it  has  frequently  arisen  from 
the  difficulty  of  obtaining,  in  a  foreign  country. 
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ftceess  to  books  md  4nll>rlnatioii  which  eould 
easily  have  been  procnred  had  this  work  been 
compiled  in  Paris.  While  allfuMng  to  this  diffi* 
tnhy,  it  is  however  but  just  to  say,  that  it  was 
greatly  lessened  by  the  kindness  of  t^  Londoo 
Beeksrilers,  to  whom  (even  when  a  perfect 
straager)  I  never  applied  for  assistance  wbieh 
was  not  immediately  granted,  and  who  often 
proffered  it  unasked.  I  am  indeed  the  more 
ansousto  aeknowledge  this,  as  I  know  a  strong 
prejudice  exists,  especially  among  literary  men, 
against  the  liberality  of  Booksellers,  and  I  feel 
desirous,  as  far  as  my  own  experience  warrants, 
to  bear  witness  to  the  liberality  of  a  class  of  men 

who— 

^  Sate  like  a  Cormorant  omee 
Fast  by  the  tree  of  knowledge/' 

To  avoid  c»nissions,  however,  every  possiUe 
precaution  has  been  taken,  and  an  Appendix 
has  been  added,  containing  a  few  books,  of  which 
no  mention  had  been  made.  If  nevertheless, 
any  should  still  be  found,  the  indulgence  of  the 
reader  is  intreated,  for  a  defect  unavoidable  in 
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works  of  this  nature,  and  which  can  only  be  re« 
moved  as  they  proceed  through  future  editions. 
Should  a  second  one  of  this  work  be  called 
for,  no  means  will  be  left  untried  to  render  it  as 
perfect  as  possible,  and  I  shall  feel  obliged  by 
any  suggestion  from  the  periodical  press  which 
may  enable  me  to  accomplish  so  desirable  a 
purpose. 

-  Having  thus  stated  the  motives  which  led  to 
the  composition  of  this  work,  the  manner  in 
which  the  task  has  been  accomplished,  and  its 
claims  to  the  indulgence  of  the  "  Kind  Reader^'* 
I  have  only,  in  concluding  this  lengthy  Preface, 
to  express  my  hope  that  it  may  answer  the  end 
for  which  it  was  intended,  and  by  making  the 
English  more  fully  acquainted  with  the  Litera- 
ture of  France,  add  to  their  stock  of  knowledge 
as  well  as  of  enjoyment,  and  obtain  at  the  same 
time  for  the  Writers  of  my  own  country,  a  higher 
degree  of  estimation  than  they  have  hitherto 
enjoyed  in  England. 
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PROGRESS   OF  FRENCH  LITERATURE. 

Literature  was  first  introduced  into  France^ 
by  the  Normans,  who  inspired  the  Gauls  with 
that  love  of  the  wonderful  which  is  so  peculiarly 
the  characteristic  of  a  warlike  people,  and  will 
always  be  found  most  fully  displayed  in  the  com- 
positions of  a  half-civilized  nation.  The  rude 
spirit  which  these  northern  warriors  infused 
into  our  early  Literature  soon  gave  place,  how- 
ever, to  the  gentler  aspirations  of  the  Trouba- 
dours ;  and  the  praise  of  beauty,  as  well  as  of 
valour,  was  the  theme  which  occupied  the  early 
poets  of  France,  from  the  thirteenth,  to  the  end 
of  the  fifteenth,  century.  To  the  English  rea- 
der the  Language  used  by  the  writers  of  that  pe- 
riod will  appear  almost  unintelligible,  but 
French  had  then  already  become  so  universal, 
that  Brunette  Latini,  a  countryman  and  cotem- 
poraiiy  of  Dante,  wrote  in  it,  and  gave  as  his  rea-r 
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son  for  doing  so,  that  the  French  language  was 
•*  delectable  and  more  known  than  any  other .*•* 

Two  powerful  causes  contributed  to  the  com- 
position of  Romances  during  the  Middle  Ages ; 
the  love  of  chivalry  on  the  one  hand,  and  the 
imitation  of  Oriental  Tales,  on  the  other.  To 
these  two  causes,  the  effect  of  which  was  still  in- 
creased by  the  Crusades,  we  owe  the  numerous 
works  of  that  description  which  then  appeared, 
and  as  the  most » distinguished  of  which  may  be 


*  The  foUowiag  few  liot s  will  give  the  reader  an  idea  of  tlie 
state  of  the  French  la&giiaf e  at  that  early  period.  Thej  form 
the  commencement  of  a  poem^  entitled,  '^  Le  Combat  de  Trenie 
Bretons  cowtre  Trente  •Anglais"  which  was  written  about  the 
year  1350.  A  beautiful  reprint  of  this  interesting  work  was 
published  by  Crapelet,  Paris,  1827-

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mentioned  the  **  Roman  de  la  Rose  "  commenced 
by  liorris  and  continued  by  Jean  de  Meun. 
At  this  period  lived  also  Froissart,  whose  fame 
as  an  historian  has  deprived  him  of  that  Which 
he  enjoyed  as  a  poet ;  for  while  every  body  reads 
his  excellent  *•  Chronicles,  ^  few  are  aware,  in 
this  country  at  least,  that  he  was  one  of  the  best 
atnong  the  early  poetfii  of  France.  Next  to 
Froissart  should  be  mentioned  Joinville,  who 
accompanied  St.  Louis  into  Palestine,  and  wrote 
an  account  of  the  reign  and  actions  of  his  mas- 
teir.  His  **  M^moiretf*  are  a  perfect  represen- 
tation of  the  time  at  which  he  lived,  and  no- 
thing that  can  be  compared  to  them  appeared  in 
France  till  those  of  Philippe  de  Commines, 
the  most  profound  and  most  elegant  of  the  his- 
torians of  that  period.  Naivete  was  the  charac- 
teristic of  Joinville  ;  to  please  seems  to  have 
been  the  aim  of  Froissart,  while  a  correct  and 
sound  judgment  is  the  quality  most  prominent 
in  the  Memoirs  of  Philippe  de  Commines. 

During  the  period  of  \(^hich  we  have  been 
speaking,  a  mighty  change  had  taken  place  in 
the  affairs  of  Europe,  and  had,  as  might  natu- 
rally be  expected,  a  great  influence  over  its 
Litei^ture.  The  fall  of  the  Eastern  Empire 
which  had  taken  place,  hastened  the  revival  of 
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learuing  in  Europe,  where  learned  men  came 
from  all  parts  of  the  East  to  seek  an  asylum,  for 
which  they  paid  by  works,  at  onc^  extensive  and 
useful,  on  the  literary  treasures  they  had  brought 
with  them  in  exile.  Their  presence  in  Europe 
excited  a  fresh  spirit  of  emulation,  and  this  con-* 
currence  of  talents  was  productive  of  many 
happy  results.  This  age  was  however  that  of 
learning,  rather  than  of  taste.  To  examine, 
and  comment  upon  the  works  of  antiquity,  then 
brought  to  light,  was  the  first  occupation  of  Eu- 
ropean Scholars,  but  the  ^enthusiasm  which 
their  possession  excited,  caused  the  cultivation 
of  modern  languages  to  be  neglected. 

Such  was  the  state  of  Literature  at  the  com- 
mencement of  the  Sixteenth  Century,  which  ap- 
peared, enriched  by  the  spoils  of  the  past,  young 
in  hopes,  and  in  some  measure,  freed  from  the 
shackles  of  the  Schools,  which  till  then  had  fet- 
tered and  impeded  the  progress  of  the  human 
mind.  Europe  then  presented  a  spectacle  well 
deserving  our  serious  attention.  Spain,  lately 
relieved  from  the  yoke  of  the  Saracens,  owed 
to  the  courage  and  enterprising  spirit  of  Colum- 
bus, the  discovery  of  a  new  world.  A  love  of 
chivalry,  the  Eastern  traditions,  a  delightful  cli- 
mate and  a  sonorous  and  majestic  language 
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eombined  to  impart  to  her  literature  a  spirit  and 
an  energy  which  unfortunately  were  not  a  lit- 
tle repressed  by  the  despotism  of  her  rulers. 
But  the  names  of  Calderon,  of  Lopez  de  Vega 
and  of  Cervantes,  are  more  than  sufficient  to 
give  it  a  high  rank  in  Literature ;  while  the  Lu- 
stad  of  Gamoens,  entitles  Portugal  to  a  place 
among  the  Literary  nations  of  the  sixteenth  cen- 
tury. In  Italy,  Literature  flourishing  under 
the  munificent  auspices  of  Leo  X.  and  of  the 
Medicis,  owes  no  small  share  of  its  glory  to  the 
compositions  of  Xasso,  Aristotle,  and  Gua- 
rini,  who  lived  at  that  period ;  as  well  as  to  the 
Avritingsof  Bembo,  of  Guiciardini,  and  of  Fra. 
Paolo.  To  the  English  reader,  it  will  be  suffi- 
cient to  mention  the  names  of  Spenser,  of  Beau- 
mont and  Fletcher,  of  Ben  Jonson,  but  espe- 
cially of  the  all-excellent  Shakespeare,  to  bring 
to  his  mind  one  of  the  most  brilliant  epochs  of 
the  literary  history  of  his  country. 

At  this  period,  France,  notwithstanding  hor 
political  disasters,  began  to  assume  a  rank  a- 
mong  the  literary  nations  of  Europe.  Her  lan- 
guage was  as  yet  far  from  being  pure  or  cor- 
rect ;  but  its  infantine  state  (if  we  may  so  ex-^ 
press  ourselves),  well  suited  the  playful  Muse 
o(  Marot,  who,  in  his  compositions)  appeared 
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more  desirous  (rf  contributing  to  the  amuse-^ 
merit  of  his  coanlrymeu,  than  to  the  improve- 
ment of  their  language.  The  chief  merit  of  his 
poetry  is  its  grace,  and  the  icharm  of  his  style, 
that  quality  which  the  French  express  by  the 
untranslatable  word  naivete ;  both  these  qua- 
lities will  be  found  happily  blended  in  the  fol- 
lowing Rondeau,  which  will  serve  at  the  same 
time  to  shew  the  state  of  the  French  language 
in  the  time  of  Marot — 

Au  bon  vieux  temps,  un  train  d'amoar  regnoit. 
Qui  sans  grand  art  ct  doDS  se  d^menbit^ 
Si  qu'im  boaquet  donn^  d'amourprofonde 
Ctxtoit  doDner  toute  la  terre  ronde ; 
Car  seulement  au  coBur  on  se  prenoit, 
Et  si  par  cas  ^  jouyr  on  vdnoit, 
Sgavez^ous  bien  comme  on  s*6ntretenoit, 
Vlngt  ans,  trente  ans  ;  cela  diiroii  tm  mondk

-^  Contemporary  with  Marot,  lived  Ronsard, 
whose  endeaTonrs  to  enrich  and  improve  his 
native  tongue,  by  infusing  into  it  the  richness 
and  spirit  of  the  Greek  and  Latin  languages, 
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were  as  fruitless  as  his  eflfortd,  in  his  Epic  po- 
em, his  Odes  and  his  Sonnets,  to  rival  Homer, 
Horace,  and  Petrarch.  Ronsard  enjoyed  in 
his  time,  a  surprisingly  great  reputation,  which 
has  since  gradually  declined  ;  and  while  few  are 
now  willing  to  bestow  on  his  compositions  the 
labour  necessary  in  order  to  understand  the  ob- 
solete and  affected  language  in  which  he  ex- 
presses himself,  most  remember  with  pleasure 
the  natural  and  graceful  compositions  of  Marot. 

To  Marot  and  Ronsard  succeeded  Malkerbe,  < 
the  contemporary  of  Henri  lY,  and  who  is 
considered  as  having  given  to  the  French  lan- 
guage the  strength  and  the  flexibility  it  wanted. 
Marot  was  only  successful  in  the  lighter  kind  of 
poetry  ;  Malherbe  was  the  first  French  poet  who 
attempted  a  nobler  flight,  and  to  him  is  due  the 
introduction  into  France  of  lyrical  poetry. 

Of  the  progress  which  the  French  language 
made  under  Malherbe,  atiid  of  his  superiority 
over  Marot  as  a  poet,  in  the  higher  sense  of 
the  word,  some  idea  may  be  formed  by  the  two 
following  stanzas,  where,  in  imitatation  of  the 
Psalmist,  he  speaks  of  the  littleness  of  th^ 
kings  of  the  earth. — 

En  vftin  pour  satisfidre  k  nos  laches  envies,

We  have  hitherto  noticed  only  the  French 
poets  of  the  sixteenth  century,  but  we  have 
pow  to  speak  of  two  authors  whose  prose  has 
pbtained  them  as  great  a  degree  of  celebrity  as 
ever  was  enjoyed  by  the  greatest  poets,  an  as- 
sertion, the  truth  of  which,  the  reader  will 
readily  allow,  when  we  mentioa  the  names  of 
'  Rabelais  and  Montaigne.  The  former  writer 
is  one  whom  it  is  perhaps  as  easy  to  praise 
as  to  C€£Eisiire.  His  work,  which  has  no  com* 
peer,  offers,  undetr  t]ie  ipost  grotesque  up-^ 
pearance,  the  newest  and  the  boldest  thoughts ; 
but  tlie  obsolete  language  in  which  Rabelais 
wrote,  has  now  cauQe^I  his  book  to  be  more  ce- 
lebrated than  read.  Montaigqe  was  a  man  in^- 
{(itely  superior  to  Rabelais  as  to  the  extent  and 
variety  of  his  powers.  Rabelais  was  a  wit,  and 
little  more  than  a  wit :  Montaigne  was  a  man 
pf  g,§nius   as  well  as  wit,  and  of  learniiig  as

^ttU  as  genius.  Montaigne  certainlyliad  fault?, 
but  they  were  the  faults  of  his  time,  rathei* 
than  his  own  ;  while  Rabelais  sldded  to  the  im^ 
morality  and  infidelity  of  his  age  a  spirit  Of  ri- 
baldry peculiar  to  himself.  The  ^drk  of  Rabe- 
lais eicposing  bat  one  species  of  folly,  and  being 
written  in  one  particular  Style^  suits  but  one 
particular  class  of  readers ;  Montaigne,  who 
had  in  view  a  nobler  end,  takes  in  his  E^ays  a 
wider  range,  and  his  style  varies  with  his  sab- 
jest,

filially,  the  phrpose  of  Rabelais  was  confessedly 
t6  excite  laugHtei^,  that  of  Montaigne  to  obtain 
and  impart  knowledge,  and  no  writers  ever  more 
surely  obtained  the  end  they  had  in  view. 

Having  thus  seen  during  the  sixteenth  cen- 
tdry,  the  language  of  France  enriched  and  im*^ 
pfoved  by  the  Muse  of  Marot  and  Malherbe, 
labile  the  writings  of  Rabelais  and  Montaigne 
gave  the  first  example  of  a  bolder  and  a  deeper 
spirit  of  enquiry  than  had  hitherto  been  known 
in  Europe,  we  will  noV  glance  at  the  state  of  Li- 
terature during  theseventeeth  century. 

It  has  be^n  justly  remarked  that  ne^tions  are 
generally  in  ft  state  of  succ6$^ive  decline  and 
amelioration,  so  that  the  rise  of  one  is  generally 
attended  with  the  downfall  of  another.    Of  the 
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truth  of  tbis  assertion,  in  a  literary,  as  well  as  in 
a  political  point  of  view,  we  find  a  proof  ftt  the 
period  of  which  we  are  now  speakings  for  while 
England  and  France  were  rapidly  rising  to  lite- 
rary eniinencet  Italy  and  Spain  as  rapidly  de-« 
clined.  In  Italy,  however,  the  progress  made 
in  the  sciences  by  Gallileo,  Toricelli,  aQd  Gas- 
sini  made  some  amends  for  the  want  of  eminent 
writer^ ;  for  with  the  ex<?eption  of  Pavila,  the 
distingaished  author  of  the  Civil  Wars  of  France, 
and  Bentivoglio,  who  wrote  an  esteemed  work 
on  those, of  Flanders,  we  do  not  find  in  the  coun- 
try of  Dante,  Petrarch,  and  Boccacio,  a  name 
worthy  of  being  mentioned.  Spain  which  had 
never  risen  to  the  same  height,  fell  much  lower^ 
and  the  absence  (with  one  or  two  trifling  ex- 
ceptions) of  any  thing  like  a  great  literary  name 
in  that  country,  during  the  seventeenth  cen- 
tury, proves  how  dreadfully  mistaken  was  that 
policy  which  by  banishing  from  Spain  both  the 
Moors  and  the  Jews,  unpeopled,  as  it  were, 
whole  provinces,  and  almost  reduced  that  beau- 
tiful country  to  a  state  of  moral  aa  well  as  phy- 
sical inanity.  T^  be  completely  convinced  of 
the  fact  that  while  Literature  declined  in  the 
South  of  Europe,  it  made  a  rapid  progress  in 
England,  during  the  seventeenth*,  century,  we 
need  only  remember  that  at  that  period  lived 
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Waller,  C6wley,  Dryden,  Butler,  the  illodtriou^ 
Bacon,  and  above  all  the  sublime  Milton,  who 
had  in  himaelf  geniug  enough  to  irmnortalize  the 
country  and  the  age  in  which  he  lived,  and  who, 
having  had  the  good  fortune  of  finding  a  sub- 
ject worthy  of  his  Muse,  proved  by  the  compo- 
sition of  his  Paradise  Lost,  that  his  genius  was 
not  unworthy  of  his  subject. 

At  this  period,  France,  like  England,  was 
ftuit  approaching  the  zenith  of  her  literary  glory. 
Her  Literature  continued,  during  the  mlinority 
oi  Louis  XIII,  to  resemble  that  of  Italy,  until 
Richelieu,  who  was  desirous  to  establish  literary <^ 
as  well  as  political  despotism,  founded  the  cele- 
brated French  Academy.  Much  has  been  said^^~ 
for  and  against  such  institutions,  and  we  cannot 
now  stop  to  ccfusidei"  the  arguments  advanced 
on  each  side  ;  but  it  may  be  sufficient  to  observe 
that  the  establishment  of  a  society  whose  espe- 
cial business  it  is  to  watch  over  the  nature  and 
character  of  the  literary  productions  of  a  coun- 
try, while  it  is  calculated  to  improve  the  lan- 
guage and  keep  it  free  from  corruptions  and 
innovations,  is  likely  also,  by  setting  up  a  fan- 
cied standard  of  perfection,  to  cramp  the  genius 
4rf  a  people  whose  progressive  minds  ill  brook 
the  sbsM^les  laid  on  tliem  by  the  standing  orders 
of  an  Academy.     Thdt  this  was  the  case  in 
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France  seems  now  to  be  g^enerally  admitted. 

One  of  the  first  writers  who  was  subjected^ 
and  who,  unhappily  for  French  Literature,  sub- 
mitted to  this  literary  yoke,  was  Gorneille,  a 
man  of  truly  original  genius,  who,  had  he  not 
stood  in  awe  of  Richelieu  and  the  Academy, 
might  have  created  in  France  a  new  school  of 
dramatic  poetry,  a  task  to  which,  however  gi- 
gantic, he  was  fully  equal*  This  fear  however, 
deprived  Gorneille  of  but  a  part  of  his  glory, 
for  to  him  is  due  that  of  being  the  founder  of 
the  French  Drama,  which  before  his  time  was 
scarcely  deserving  of  the  name ;  and  whatever 
may  be  the  merit  of  suci^eeding  writers,  the 
Cid,  the  Horaces  and  the  Cinna  of  Gorneille, 
will  ever  hold  a  distinguished  place  among  the 
finest  productions  of  the  tragic  muse. 

What  Gorneille  had  done  for. the  dramatic 
poetry,  was  done  for  the  language  of  France 
by  Pascal,  one  of  the  most  surprising  men  that 
perhaps  any  country  ever  produced.  To  him 
is  due  the  merit  of  having  given  the  French 
language  a  fixed  and  decided  character ;  for  the 
style  in  which  he  wrote  his  admirable  "  Lettres 
provinciales"  was  the  model  on  which  all  the 
best  writers  of  the  age  of  Louis  XIV  formed 
tdeir  own.  But  this  was  the  leasi  of  his  claims 
to  tlie  admiration  of  posterity ;  at  once  eminent

in  piety,  and  distinguished  for  learning,  sound 
as  a  philosopher,  and  acute  as  a  reasoner,  his 
style  offers  the  double  charm  of  thoughts  well 
conceived  and  happily  expressed,  of  a  diction 
at  once  pure  and  animated ;  and  hence  it  is 
that  while  his  *^  Provineiales"  delight  the  man 
of  wit,  his  *^  Pens6es,'*  at  once  profound  in 
thought,  and  sublime  in  expression,  are  calcu«- 
lated  to  afford  equal  pleasure  to  the  christian 
and  the  scholar,  to  the  man  of  taste  an4  of 
piety.  Few  men  indeed,  have  done  more  ho- 
nour than  Pascal,  both  to  his  country,  and  to 
the  Society  of  Port-Royal,  of  which  he  was  a 
zealous  and  distinguished  member.'^ 

With  Corneille  and  Pascal  commenced  that 
series  of  great  writers,  whose  works  shed  so 
much  glory  upon  the  reign  of  Louis  XIV,  and 
procured  it  the  distinguishing  and  not  unde- 
served appellation  of  the   Augustan  age    of 

*  It  may  appear  strange  that  so  menUon  should  have  beea 
nade  in  this  ToliuBe,  of  the  productions  of  the  Port-Soyal- 
ists.  It  was  the  iateution  of  the  Editor  to  have  given  thcni  a

French  Literature: 

To  enter  upon  an  examination  of  the  workaf 
of  all  the  writers  who  lived  at  this  period, 
would  be  a  delightful,  but  a  useless  task ;  for  to 
add  praise  where  it  has  already  been  so  fre- 
quently and  so'justly  bestowed,  were  indeed — '- 

"To  gild  refined  gold,  to  paint  the  lily, 

To  throw  a  perfume  on  the  violet, 

Tq  smooth  the  ice,  or  add  another  hne 
I  Unto  the  rainboW|  or  with  taper-^ight 
\To  seek  the  heauteoas  eye  of  heaven  to  garniali." 

In  support  of  this  assertion,  it  will  be  sufficient 
to  remind  the  reader,  that  Fraqce  could  then 
boast  among  her  living  writers,  of  such  men  as 
— ^  the  tender  and  polished  Racine,  the  witty  and 
— ^inimitable  Molidre,  the  artless  and  delightful 
— >  ]ja  Fontaine  ;  of  Boileau,  the  Juvenal  of  France, 
whose  poems  are  not  more  adiAired  for  the  wit 
they  contain,  than  for  the  perfection  of  their 
— ^  style ;    Jean  Baptiste  Rousseau,  one  of  the 
most  distinguished  poets  of  France ;  La  Roche- 
"-'   foucauld  and  La  Bruy^re,  both  of  whom  (but 
particularly  the  latter)  **  held  up,  as  it  were,  the^ 
— ^mirror  to  nature,*'  and  finally,  Bossuet,  that 
literary  giant,  who  as  a  profound  scholar,  a 
theologian,  an  historian,  and  an  orator,  has  sel- 
dom been  equalled  and  never  been  surpassed. 
Confined  to  the  limits  of  a  ^ort  Essay,  it  is

impossible  to  inquire  here,  into  the  causes  that 
produced  at  one  particular  period,  such  an 
assemblage  of  great  writers  as  never  had  at 
once  appeared  in  any  other  country,'  but  we 
ought  not  to  overlooktlie  singulajr  fuct  that  in 
a  country  like  France,  in  the  midst  of  a  volup- 
tuous court,  and  under-  the  reign  of  a  monarch 
who,  although  he  put  on  the  semblance  of  reli« 
gion,  was  ''  at  heart  a  rake,"  appeared,  perhaps, 
the  three  most  eloquent  advocates  of  religion 
and  morality,  that  have  been  known  since  the 
establishment  of  Christianity;  for  although 
there  may  be  a  greater  display  of  theological 
learning  in  the  writings  of  the  ancient  Fathers, 
although  nothing  ever  eqtialled  the  depth  of 
thought  and  closeness  of  reasoning  found  in  the 
works  of  Taylor  and  of  Barrow,  of  Butler  and 
of  Clarke,  yet  it  must  be  allowed  that  of  that 
species  of  eloquenee  which  is  particularly  calcu^ 
la  ted — 

''  By  wiBniog  words  to  conquer  wtlliog  hearts. 
And  make  persuasion  do  the  work  of  fear," 

of  that  resistless  appeal  to  the  heart,  which  is 
thevery  spirit  of  eloquence,  more  perfect  speci- 
mens were  never  given  than  may  be  found  in 
the  eloquent  sermons  of  Bourdaloue,  the  sublime  ^^ 
pages  of  Bossuet,  and  the  delightful  volumes  of  ^ 
the  tender  and  irresistible  Massillon.   ^ 
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On  speaking  of  the  Literature  of  the  eighf-^ 
eenlh  century,  it  is  the  less  necessary  to  notice 
the  writers  of  other  countries,  as  being  nearer 
to  our  time  they  will  the  more  readily  present 
themselves  to  the  reader's  mind,  but  we  cannot 
allow  the  sing^ilar  fact  to  pass  unnoticed,  that 
Germany,  which  till  then  had  scart-cely  beerf 
known  among  the  literary  countries  of  Europe, 
took  at  once  such  a  stride  as  to  render  her  lite-^ 
rature  an  object  of  universal  attention.  So  rapid 
has  been  the  growth  of  this  young  plant  in  the- 
garden  of  literature,  that  one  would  almost  sup- 
pose it  to  have  been  reared  within  the  quicken- 
ing atmosphere  of  the  hot-house ;  but  so  power- 
ful has  the  trunk  become,  so  strong  are  its 
branches,  so  green  the  leaves  that  grow,  and 
so  bright  the  flowers  that  Moom  on  it,  that  it 
gives  good  earnest  of  a  stout  and  healthy  treo' 
that  may  live  to  see  the  decay  of  some  of  its< 
elder  brethren. 

The  first  French  writer  that  presents  himself 
to  our  notice,  at  the  opening  of  the  eighteenth 
century,  is  Lesage,  the  celebrated  author  of 
Gilblas.  He  will  always  be  admired  for  the 
great  skill  with  which  in  that,  and  other  works, 
he  depicted  human  life,  and  the  manners  of  his 
age ;  but  let  it  be  remembered  to  his  eternal 
honour,  that  while  he  described,  Lesage  took 
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no  part  in  the  corruption  of  his  age.  and  that 
lie  18  one  of  the  few  men  of  that  time,  who  could 
pourtray  vice  and  dissipation,  without  fear  that 
the  painter  should  be  recognised  in  the  portrait 
he  drew. 

After  liOsage,  we  come  to  another  celebrated 
name,  to  that  of  a  man,  who,  gigantic  as  was  the 
fame  he  obtained,  had  talents  which  fully  bore 
qui  his  reputation ;  but  for  the  welfure  of  whose 
liige,  for  that  of  his  country,  and,  perhaps,  of 
post^ity,  it  had  been  better  if  }ie  had  never 
lived,  or  if  Providence,  while  bestowing  on  him 
such  vast  talents,  had  added  to  them  a  small 
share  of  that  prudence,  wisdom,  and  virtue^ 
without  which  talent,  in  the  civilized  man,  is 
like  a  sword  in  the  hands  of  the  unskilful  sa* 
yage,  which  becomes  dangerous  in  proportion 
to  the  keenness  of  its  blade ;  after  this,  it  is  un-- 
necessary  to  add  the  name  of  Voltaire,  of  whom 
the  French  are  proud,  as  well  they  may  be, 
with  regard  to  the  extent  of  his  literary  abi- 
lities, but  who  has,  perhaps,  done  them  more 
harm  than  any  other  writer,  and  who,  with  his 
boasted  philosophy,  and  professed  love  of  truth, 
has  contributed  more  than  any  other  writer* 
to  keep  them  from  the  paths  leading  to  useful 
knowledge  and  to  happiness,  while  his  wit  and 
fertile  imagination  enticed  tbom  to  a  fancied  and 
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deceptive  goal ;  like  those  delusive  fires  which 
lead  astray  the  trusting  villager,  who,  when  he 
thinks  he  lias  reached  his  home,  and  listens  (ot 
the  voice  of  welcome,  deserted  by  the  deceitful 
meteor,  finds  himself  alone,  amid  darkness,  dis* 
appointment  and  misery^  That  Voltaire  pos- 
sessed talents  more  varied  than  any  writer  th^t 
ever  lived  in  any  country,  no  man  will  ever  at- 
tempt to  deny,  but  while  allowing  this,  every 
one  who  has  at  heart  the  dignity  as  well  as  the 
happiness  of  human  nature,  must  feel  the  utmost 
contempt  for  that  spirit  of  vanity,  which  induced 
him  to  seek  the  praise  of  his  oontempotaries, 
at  the  expence  of  his  fair  fame  and  dignity,  and 
the  greatest  indignation  at  the  fiendish  spirit  of 
sensuality  and  blasphemy,  by  evincing  which 
he  abused  the  power  granted  him  ;  and  of  that 
prostitution  of  intellect,  by  which  he  corrupted 
the  people  that  admired,  and  insultedthe  God 
that  created  him,  * 

*  The  following  ro marks,  from  a  distinguished  living  writer, 
are  here  given,  not  only  on  account  of  their  excellence,  but  in 
support  of  the  above  observations  ; — 

"  Plus  Voltaire  avan^ait  dans  la  carri^re,  plus  il  s'y  voyait 
entonr^  de  renomin^c  et  d^hoinmages.  Bientdt  les  s6uverains 
devinrent  ses  amis,  et  presque  ses  flatteurs.  Lo  haiafe  et,  l*en- 
vic,  en  se  r^voltant  contre  ses  triomphes,  excit^rent  en  lui  dea 
seutlmens  de  colore.    Cette  opposition  continnelle  donna  plus^ 
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Next  to  Voltaire,  appears  among  the  writers 
of  this  period,  the  name  of  one  perhaps  as  ce- 
lebrated, and  by  many  as  much  admired  and 
blamed,  the  lickle,  the  elegant  Rousseau.

seau  seems  to  hslve  been  honesty  Which  appears 
EOt  to  have  been  the  case  with  Voltait'e.  Both 
indeed  were  blind,  btit  one  ^as  wilfully  so.  YoU 

de  yivacit^  encore  k  son  caract^ra,  et  lui  fit  perdre  souvent  la 
inod6ratiou,  la  pndear  et  le  gotit.  Telle  fut  sa  vie,  telle  fut  la 
luarclie  qui  le  conduisit  sL  cette  longue  yiellesse  qu^il  aurait  pu 
Iftndre  si  honorable ;  lorsqn'entoul*^  d'une  gloire  immense,  if 
regnut  despotiqaemeAt  ear  lea  lettres^  qui  elles-mdined  avaient 
pris  le  premier  rang  entre  tons  les  objets  eii  se  portent  la  curl* 
osit^  et  Tatt^tion  des  hommes.  H  est  tridte  qne  Voltaire  n'ait 
pas  senti  combien  il  pouvait  ennoblir  et  illustrer  une  pareille 
position,  en  pfofitant  des  avantages  qu'elle  lui  offrait,  et  en 
suivant  la  conduite  qu'elle  semblait  lui  prescrire.  On  s'afflige

Quel  spectacle  plus  triste  qu'un  vieillard  insultant  la  Divinitr, 
au  moment  oik  elle  Ta  le  rappeler,  et  repoussant  le  respect  de 
la  jeunesse,  en  partageont  9es  ^garemcns  V — LitUratwe  dc 
Barants,  p.  64. 
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taire  shut  his  eyes  to  the  truth,  lest  its  blesfied 
rays  should  intercept  the  danciugp  phantom  (hu« 
man  praise)  that  occupied  and  dazzled  his  siglit ; 
poor  Rousseau  was  physically  blind,  his  optic 
nerves  were  too  weak,  too  delicate,  to  bear 
the  full  rays  of  truth,  and  in  his  hours  of  blind- 
ness and  of  agony,  he  turned  his  eyes  within» 
and  described  what  he  saw,  or  imagined  he  saw, 
as  though  it  had  boeu,  what  he  believed  it  to  be» 
true.  If  J^ousseau  erred,  it  was  but  error; 
Voltaire  often  did  what  he  knew  to  be  wrong, 
and  asserted  what  he  must  have  known  to  be 
false ;  Rousseau  was  the  creature  of  impulse,y  ol- 
taire  that  of  vanity ;  Rousseau  wrote  to  relieve 
his  overburdened  heart,  Voltaire  to  obtain 
empty  praise,  which  to  him  was  the  dearest 
thing  on  earth,  and  thus,  to  sum  up  their  cha«- 
racter  in  one  word,  while  a  want  of  consistency 
was  the  fault  of  Rousseau,  a  want  of  honesty 
was  that  of  Voltaire.  Both  were  great  men, 
but  both  greatly  erred  though  from  different 
causes,  and  the  names  of  both  will  go  down  to 
posterity,  and  shine  to  the  eyes  of  future  ge« 
nerations,  rather  as  beacons  to  warn,  than  as 
luminaries  to  attract. 

It  is  pleasing  to  turn  from  the  writings  of 
these  two  great,  but  dangerous  writers,  to  one. 
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\vlio  almost  equalled  them  in  powet,  without 
^eatly  participating  in  their  gnilt ;  for  although 
Montesqnien,  in  his  *'  Lettres  persanes"  a  work 
Written  in  his  youth,  displayed  some  share  of 
the  spirit  of  licentiousness  and  infidelity  which 
was  then  in  vogue,  he  redeetned  his  character 
hj  the  publication  of  his  ''  Esprit  des  Lois,*'  a 
book  which  proved  him  to  be  a  profound  as  well 
as  an  eloquent  writer ;  and  by  his  admirable 
tnrork  on  ''La  Grandeur  et  la  Decadence  des 
Roraains,*'  which  deserves  a  place  by  the  side  of 
the  book  of  Tacitus,  the  clearness  of  whose  style 
Montesquieu  frequently  equals,  while  he  often 
j^ives  information  which  is  not  to  be  found  in 
the  excellent  work  of  the  Roman  writer. 
•  Bat  one  of  the  most  remarkable  productions 
ef  the  eightoenth  century,  was  doubtless  the 
»*  Encydop^die.''  Voltaire,  B'Alembert,  Di- 
derot, Helvetius,  Raynal  and  Condillac,  first 
conceived  the  idea  of  this  stupendous  work,  the 
purpose  of  which  was  to  bring  under  considera- 
tion all  the  leading  points  in  law,  theology  and 
palitical  economy,  as  well  as  in  literature  ;  and 
to  remodel  the  form  and  character  of  each,  ac* 
coi'ding  to  the  views  of  those  regenerators  of  so- 
ciety and  founders  of  a  new  philosophy.  As  may 
be  supposed,  from  the  names  of  those  who  took  a 
part  in  it,  the  overthrow  of  religion,  and. of 
all  existing  institutions,  was  to  prove  the  re- 
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suit  of  this  mighty  undertaking,  and  if  the  soc^ 
cess  had  been  proportionate  to  the  talent  and 
the  zeal  of  most  of  those  who  were  engaged  in 
the  cause,  the  total  destruction  of  all  social  and 
religious  principles  would  haye  been  the  con- 
sequence of  their  efforts ;  but  fortunately  for 
society,  those  efforts  proved  unavailing  ;  the  fal- 
lacy of  the  opinions  broached  in  the  work,  on  re- 
ligion, morals,  and  politics  became  evident^ 
when  an  attempt  was  made  to  reduce  them  into 
practice  ;  the  immense  progress  which  the  sci- 
ences have  since  made,  have  greatly  diminished* 
if  not  totally  annihilated  the  value  of  its  scien- 
tific treatises,  and  the  "  Encyclopfedie*'  (now  far 
surpassed  in  point  of  merit  and  of  interest  by 
the  "  Encyclop6die  methodique")  is  only  re- 
ferred to  on  account  of  the  value  of  some  of  iU 
literary  articles,  and  particularly  of  its  excel- 
lent preface,  written  by  B'Alembert,  and  re- 
markable both  for  the  ideas  it  contains,  and  the 
happy  manner  in  which  they  are  expressed. 

Although  this  work  had  not  all  the  success 
that  its  projectors  expected,  its  appearance  had 
a  great  influence  upon  society  at  large,  an  in- 
fluence which  may  be  coii^sidered  to  have  lasted 
until,  as  has  already  been  observed,  experience 
fully  proved  the  absurdity  of  the  doctrines,  and 
^he  danger  of  the  principles  it  advocated. 

As  we  approach  nearer  our  own  time,  we  find 
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two  writers  well  deserving'  of  onr  attention .  The 
first  of  these,  Bnfibn,  claims  a  place  by  the  side 
of  Voltaire,  Montesquieu,  and  Rousseau.  En« 
dowed  with  a  vivid  imagination,  and  possessing 
to  a  high  degree  the  power  of  expressing  his 
thoughts  in  language  at  once  correct  and  ani- 
mated, he  has  described  the  beauties  and  won- 
ders of  nature  in  language  worthy  of  his  sub^ 
ject,  and  combines  in  his  descriptions,  which  apw 
pear  as  so  many  pictures,  the  minute  delinea- 
tions of  the  naturalist  9  with  the  bold  and  spi- 
rited expositions  of  the  poet.    Never,  indeed, 
was  nature  painted  on  so  grand  a  scale,  or  with 
so  much  charm ;  and  Buffon  is  alike  successful 
when  representing  her  in  her  wildest,  or  in  her 
most  cultivated  state,  when  calling  our  atten^ 
tiontothe  minute  and  exquisite  beauties  of  the 
hurnming  bird,  or  to  the  sublime  terrors  of  the 
stupendous  volcano.    Great  however,  as  Buf- 
fon a]>pears  as  a  writer,  he  is  not  altogether  free 
from  reproach.    On  perusing  his  elegant  and 
glowing  pages,   it  is  sometimes  impossible  not 
to  perceive  that  when  calling  to  his  aid  all  the 
charms  of  art,  he  appears  to  forget  the  precept 
laid  down  by  the  poet,   Artit  eU  celare  artem ; 
while  on  the  other  hand,  when  closing  the  vo- 
lume* we  cannot  help  regretting  that  Bufibn 
has  not  given  to  his  great  work  the  additional 
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charm  which  it  would  have  possessed,  if  he  had 
not  remained  satisfied  with  describing  what  he 
saw,  but  had  also  spoken  of  what  he  felt ;  if 
while  so  powerfully  describing  the  wonders  of 
the  creation,  he  had  spoken  of  the  wonderful 
creator,  if  on  tracing  the  chain  of  human  exis- 
tence, he  had  placed  one  connecting  link  be* 
tween  earth  and  hearen,  and  raising,  for  one 
moment,  his  eyes  from  the.  scene  he  so  vividly 
described,  he  had  led  us  to  look  with  him  from 

"  Nature's  wonders  up  to  Nature's  God." 

,  Neither  of  the  charges  here  brought  against 
Buffon,  can  be  justly  laid  to  Bernardin  de 
St.  Pierre,  the  other  writer  alluded  to  above* 
Possessing  a  sensibility  inferior  to  that  of  no 
writer  except  Rousseau,  of  whom  he  was  the 
friend,  and  may  be  considered  the  disciple,  St. 
Pierre,  keenly  alive  to  all  the  beauties  of  na- 
ture, describes  her  with  all  the  warmth  of  a 
lover,  and  in  his  glowing  pages  we  frequently 
find  descriptions  equal  in  beauty  to  those  of 
BufTon,  but  giving  evidence  of  one  who  has 
felt  as  well  as  seen  what  he  describes.  His  lan- 
guage indeed,  has  not  always  the  extreme  cor- 
rectness of  BufiTon^s,  but  the  very  freedom 
with  which  he  writes,  giving  to  his  compo- 
sitions, a  more  natural  appearance,  imparts  an 
additional  charm  to  his  pages^  while  the  love 
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of  man  as  well  as  of  nature,  and  the  firm  and 
fond  belief  in  a  wise  and  kind  providence, 
which  are  evident  throughout  his  works,  ren- 
der them  calculated  to  please  the  man  of  sense 
and  piety  as  well  as  the  man  of  taste.  With 
St.  Pierre  the  love  of  man  seems  to  have  been 
not  only  an  innate  feeling  but  a  ruling  passion, 
while  for  the  depth  of  his  religious  feelings  he 
was  indebted  to  a  life  of  trials  and  tribulation ; 
to  the  former  we  owe  the  efforts  he  made  both 
io  his  life  and  works  to  render  men  happier, 
and  from  the  latter  arises  that  gentle  spirit  of 
resignation  apparent  in  all  he  wrote,  and  which 
makes  him  speak  of  suffering,  as  accessory  to 
the  welfare  of  man,  tell  us  that  men  are  good 
only  in  proportion  as  they  are  unhappy,  and 
lead  him  to  compare  human  misery  to  the  black 
mountain  of  Bember,  at  the  extremity  of  the 
burning  kingdom  of  Labor ;  the  ascent  to  which 
presents  nothing  to  the  eye  but  barren  rocks, 
but  when  the  summit  is  attained,  the  heavens 
are  above  your  head,  and  the  kingdom  of 
Cachemire  at  your  feet.  It  is  not,  however,  on 
these  accounts  alone,  that  St.  Pierre  merits  our 
attention,  but  as  being  also  the  founder  of  9,  new 
species  of  literature  in  France,  and  9fi  having 
prepared  that  great  change  which  has  taken, 
and  is  still  taking  place,  in  French  Literatur^f 
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Rousseau  excepted,  moi^t  of  the  writers  who 
had  preceded  SU  Pierre,  had  given  expression 
to  their  thoughts  rather  than  to  their  feelings ; 
with  them  literature  seems  to  have  belonged 
to  the  head  and  not  to  the  heart,  while  it  is  from 
the  heart  that  the  compositions  of  St.  Pierre, 
like  those  of  Rousseau,  derive  their  greatest 
charm,  with  this  difference,  however,  that  the 
feelings  which  Rousseau  expresses  and  excites, 
all  centre  in  himself,  while  those  produced  by 
the  writings  of  St.  Pierre,  are  not  only  of  a  gen- 
tler kind,  but  of  a  more  expansive  nature. 

While  this  delightful  writer  was  thus  calling 
the  attention  of  his  countrymen  away  from  the 
heartless  compositions  and  pernicious  doctrines 
of  the  PhilosopheSf  and  setting  before  their  eyes 
enchanting  pictures  of  happiness  and  purity, 
political  agitation  was  at  its  height,  the  clouds 
that  had  so  long  hung  over  France,  were  ra- 
pidly lowering,  the  storm  which  for  centuries 
had  been  collecting,  was  about  tp  burst,  and 
that  great  and  awful  change  was  at  hand  which 
will  ever  be  remembered  by  future  generations 
as  the  French  Revolution.  It  has  been  fre- 
quently asserted  that  the  writings  of  Voltaire, 
Rousseau,  and  their  associates  or  disciples,  were 
instrumental  in  producing  that  memorable 
event.    The  hypothesis,  though  it  may  have 
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been  carried  too  far»  is  doubtless  founded  on 
truth,  and  it  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  although 
these  writings  did  not  cause,  they  at  least  quali- 
fied the  French  Revolution.  A  long  series  of 
years  of  oppression,  the  ambition  of  some  of  the 
French  monarchs,  the  vices  of  others,  in  which 
•the  nobility,  and  even  the  clergy,  too  frequently 
participated,  were  doubtless  the  primary  causes 
ef  the  downfall  of  French  Monarchy ;  but  there 
IS  no  doubt  also  that  the  taste  for  a  spirit  of  en« 
quiry  into  the  nature  and  form  of  government^ 
rendered  so  pleasing  to  the  French  by  the  wri* 
tings  of  Montesquieu,  the  strong  appeals  made 
to  the  feelings  of  men  by  Rousseau,  and  the 
fearless  attacks  of  Voltaire  and  his  disciples 
against  all  established  institutions,  contributed 
to  rouse  the  people  to  a  sense  of  their  situation, 
of  the  injuries  they  had  suffered,  and  the  rights 
they  might  regain.  Happy  had  it  been  for  the 
nation,  if  those  who  thus  showed  the  evils,  had 
also  pointed  out  their  remedy !  but  unfortunately 
an  appeal  was  made,  not  to  the  reason,  but  to 
the  feelings  of  the  people ;  the  desire  of  these 
reformers  was,  not  to  improve,  but  to  destroy 
kings ;  they  could  not  rest  satisfied  with  a  par- 
tial  and  gradual  alteration,  but  desired  a  sud- 
den and  universal  change,  not  only  in  the  poli- 
tical institutions,  but  in  the  religious  opinions 
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and  feelings  of  men,  and  hence  that  dreadful 
stibversion  of  every  thing  good  and  holy,  which 
attended  the  overthrow  of  the  French  Mon« 
archy,  and  which  threatened  the  annihilation  of 
France  itself  from  among  the  nations  of  Eu-* 
rope. 

To  speak  of  the  literature  of  France  during 
the  French  Revolution,  were  to  speak  of  what 
never  could  exist,  for  it  was  impossible  that  en^ 
grossed  as  the  public  mind  was  by  the  great  and 
dreadful  events  which  had  then  become  of  daily 
occurrence,  the  attention  of  the  people  could 
have  been  called  to  literary  productions,  even 
if  there  liad  been  in  France  a  man  capable  of 
turning  aside  from  the  troubles  that  agitated 
hU  country,  to  devote  his  time  to  literary  pur- 
suits; hence  the  only  compositions  worthy 
of  being  recorded,  (such  as  the  speeches  of 
Mirabeau,  and  the  celebrated  **  Marseilloise,** 
one  of  the  finest  lyrical  compositions  ever 
penned,)  are  interesting  rather  in  an  historical* 
than  in  a  literary  point  of  view. 

France,  after  the  Revolution,  like  a  vessel 
after  an  engagement,  in  which  she  has  not  only 
been  deprived  of  her  commander,  but  has  lost 
her  sails  and  rudder,  was  tossed  upon  the  tern-* 
pestuous  waters  of  political  dissensions,  at  the 
jmercy,  not  only  of  every  storm,  but  of  the  first 
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the  helm,  and  by  steering  his  own  course,  to 
make  the  prize  his  own.  This  was  done  by  Na-> 
poleon  Buonaparte,  who  having  assumed  the 
government  over  France,  gave  but  little  encou** 
ragement  to  literature,  and  appeared  more  de* 
sirous  his  subjects  should  wield  the  sword  thai^ 
the  pen.  It  is,  however,  a  fact  well  deserving 
of  remark,  that  of  the  few  writers  who  flourished 
nnder  the  reign  of  Buonaparte,  by  far  the 
greatest  was  a  woman,  and  having  said  this,  it 
is  almost  unnecessary  to  add  to  the  observation 
the  name  of  Madame  de  Stael.  No  country, 
indeed,  ever  produced  a  woman  endowed  with 
such  gigantic  powers  of  intellect  as  this  sur- 
prising writer.  As  an  historian,  as  a  critic, 
and  as  a  novellist,  she  was  equally  distinguished* 
Gifted  with  great  powers  of  imagination  and 
endowed  with  excessive  feelings,  no  writer 
f^ver  so  displayed  the  characteristics  considered 
as  peculiarly  belonging  to  her  sex  and  ours; 
and  so  profound  is  her  reasoning,  and  so  deep 
and  powerful  are  her  sentiments,  that  she  may 
be  said  to  have  written  with  the  head  of  a  man, 
and  the  heart  of  a  woman.  Of  the  power  that 
most  particularly  indicates  genius,  that  of  de« 
scribing  in  terms  equally  forcible  and  vivid  the 
thoughts  of  the  mind,  and  the  workings  of  the 
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heart,  no  finer  specimeng  exist,  perhaps,  in 
any  writer,  ancient  or  modern,  than  can  foe 
found  in  some  of  the  pages  of  Madame  de  StaeL 

While,  however,  we  give  her  all  the  praise 
she  merits  as  a  writer,  let  us  remember  that  she 
has  done  more  substantial  service  still  to  the 
literature  of  France,  by  being  one  of  the  first 
to  call  the  attention  of  her  countrymen  to  the 
literature  of  other  countries;  her  excellent 
work  on  Germany,  does  not  less  merit  our  ad- 
miration for  the  valuable  criticisms  it  contains, 
and  the  admirable  style  in  which  it  is  written, 
than  for  having  been  the  first  work  professedly 
written  to  make  her  countrymen  acquainted 
with  the  rich  and  valuable  stores  of  German 
Literature,  a  task  which  few  but  Madame  de 
Stael  would  have  undertaken,  and  in  which 
none  could  have  proved  so  successful. 

While  this  highly-gifted  woman  was  at  the 
same  time  enriching  the  literature  of  her  own 
country  by  her  works,  and  enlarging  the  views 
of  her  countrymen  by  her  counsels  and  exam- 
ple, another  writer,  wandering  over  every 
part  of  the  globe,  carried  every  where  with  him 
the  heart  and  feelings  of  a  Frenchman ;  his 
spirit  unbent  by  the  severest  misfortunes,  his 
mind  occupied,  but  not  shackled,  by  the  great 
politicatchanges  he  had  beheld  and  felt,  he  wan- 
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cLered  from  shore  to  shore,  crossed  every  sea, 
visited  every  land,  and  at  length  returned  to 
bis  native  land  to  describe  to  his  countrymen, 
in  lan^nage  not  always  pure,  but  always  vivid 
and  powerful,  the  beauties  that  nature  had  dis- 
played to  his  eyes  in  his  many  travels,  Cha- 
teaubriand, and  his  name  must  ere  this  have  oc- 
curred to  the  reader,  is  by  no  means  possessed 
ef  the  taste,  nor  indeed  of  the  feelings  which 
pervade  Madame  de  Stael's  compositions ;  his 
style,  generally  animated  and  poetical,  is  some«- 
times  affected  and  turgid;  but  amidst  all  his 
feults,  we  can  always  perceive  the  man  of  genius, 
and  freed  as  he  was  by  his  protracted  absence 
from  the  literary  shackles  that  bound  most  of 
his  countrymen,  there  is  no  doubt  that  his  wri- 
tings have  h^,  and  will  continue  to  have  a  great 
influence  over  those  of  future  writers. 

Here  we  find  again  our  attention  called  away 
from  the  consideration  of  literature  to  that  of 
politics.  France,  relieved  for  a  moment  from 
the  yoke  that  had  so  heavily  weighed  upon  her 
for  centuries,  abused  her  liberty.  The  victory 
obtained  by  the  French  Revolution  can  indeed 
be  hardly  called  the  mastery  of  freedom  over 
power,  but  that  of  madness  over  oppression ; 
they  who  instead  of  the  long-established  mo-r 
narchy  erected  a  republic,  did  so  upon  foun-p 
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dations  of  sand ;  and  as  might  be  expected,  when 
the  waters  came  and  the  winds  blew,  the  totter- 
ing fabric  fell  to  the  ground.  Buonaparte,  who 
came  after,  fixed  his  empire  on  a  firmer  foun- 
dation ;  it  was  not  of  sand,  but  of  iron.  Ha  ving^ 
thus  firmly  established  his  power,  it  would  have 
been  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  for  any  one  to 
have  overthrown  it,  had  he  not,  by  his  ambition, 
been  the  destroyer  of  his  own  fortune,  and  lived 
to  learn  that  conquests,  useless  to  the  people^ 
may  also  be  fatal  to  the  monarch. 
.  With  a  new  government,  the  French  not 
only  received  new  laws,  but  obtained  new  op- 
portunities of  acquiring  knowledge.  Before 
the  Revolution,  they  would  probably  have  suf- 
fered this  opportunity  to  escape  ;  they  were  now 
too  wise  to  do  so  ;  experience  had  taught  them 
that  obstinacy  is  not  perseverance,  that  glory 
does  not  always  follow  conquests,  that  national 
vanity  generally  leads  to  national  disgrace, 
and  that  it  was  possible  they  might  improve 
their  own  laws  and  their  own  literature,  by  stu- 
dying those  of  other  countries.  They  did  so, 
and  future  generations  will  bless  their  memory, 
for  having  had  the  good  sense  and  the  courage 
(for  it  requires  courage,)  to  lay  aside  national 
prejudices,  and  seek  for  instruction  and  im^ 
proveroent  wherever  it  might  be  fouQd« 
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The  results  of  this  great  change,  not  only  in 
the  literary,  but  in  the  general  character  of  the 
French,  are  becoming  daily  more  evident.  While 
rejoicing,  however,  at  the  comparative  freedom 
irf thought  and  political  liberty  now  enjoyed  by 
France,  it  is  alone  to  the  change  which  has 
taken  place  in  her  literature  that  we  must  now 
turn  our  attention,  and  our  confined  limits 
compel  us  to  do  so  in   a  very  few  words. 

In  dramatic  1  iterature,  although  some  approach 
has  been  made  to  a  greater  degree  of  freedom, 
the  improvement  has  been  comparatively  small^ 
and  the  French  Drama  still  remains  not  only 
shackled  by  rhyme,  but  encumbered  with  the 
three  unities.* 

In  no  branch  of  literature  is  the  change  to 
which  we  have  alluded,  more  strikingly  appa- 

*  The  following  remarks  may  not  only  throw  light  upon  this 
much  debated  subject,  but  will  serve  as  a  specimen  of  the  styl* 
•f  a  living  writer,  the  leader  of  what  may  be  called  the  new 
school  of  French  Literature,  and  a  man  possessed  of  great  and 
original  powers.

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rent  than  in  history.  With  the  exception 
of  Bossnet's  great  work,  and  Montesquieu's  ad* 
mirable  Sketch,  there  scarcely  was  a  work,  in 
French,  deserving  the  name  of  a  history,  at  least 
in  the  higher  sense  of  the  word.  That  want  is 
now  fully  supplied  ;  and  the  names  of  Guizot,  of 
Sismondi,  of  Thierry,  and  of  Migriet  fully  war- 
rant the  assertion  that  France  may  ere  long 
compete  with  any  country,  as  regards  the  num<- 
ber  and  the  value  of  her  historical  works. 

In  poetry  also,  a  great  and  decided  change 
has  taken  place.    The  French  poets  by  attend-

best  French  writers.  The  greatest  poets  of  the 
present  day,  finding  this  defect  of  Frei^<Ji 
poetry,  rendered  still  more  striking  by  a  comr 
pai:uK>n  with  the  bolder  conceptions  of  foreign 
writers,  seem  determined  to  remedy  the  evil, 
and  if  we  may  judge  from  the  beautiful  and 
spirited  productions  of  Lamartine,  Delavigne, 
wd  B^janger,  French  poets  will  hereafter  be

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admired,  not  more  for  the  polish  thdin  for  the 
originality  of  their  compositions.  Unfortunately, 
as  is  frequently  the  case  in  great  reforms,  the 
zeal  of  the  reformers  has  sometimes  exceeded 
their  prudence,  and  in  endeavouring  to  esta- 
blish the  claims  of  the  new  school,  the  Roman'^ 
tique^  full  justice  has  not  always  been  done  to 
the  old  school,  the  Classiqtie.  Let  us  hope, 
however,  that  this  literary  warfare,  while 
it  extends  the  views,  will  add  to  the  success 
of  future  writers,  and  that  France  may  at 
some  period  produce  a  literature  which  shall 
combine  the  elements  of  the  two  schools;  the 
originality  and  power  of  the  modern,  as  exem- 
plified in  the  bold  but  unequal  compositions  of 
Victor  Hugo  and  of  Chateaubriand ;  and  the  cor- 
rectness and  polish  of  the  old  school  as  carried 
to  their  highest  degree  of  perfection  in  the 
"Athalie**  of  Racine,  and  the  •♦T6l6raaque'\ 
ofF^n^lon. 
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INTRODUCTION. 


in  the  Theological  department  of  the  work 
^ill  be  found  the  titles  of  the  best  books 
written  in  French  on  Theology;  but  should 
the  readet  be  desirous  to  procure  only  some  of 
them,  a  few  observations  are  necessary  to  point 
out  those  which  ought  to  form  a  part  of  every 
Library.  With  respect  to  the  versions  of  the 
Bible,  enough  is  perhaps  said  in  the  article  on 
that  subject,  and  it  may,  therefore,  suffice 
here  to  state,  that  the  edition  most  used  by 
French  Protestants,  is  that  of  Martin.  The 
best  commentary  extant,  in  the  French  language, 
on  the  Scriptures,  is  Calmet's  "  Dictionnaire 
Historique  et  Critique."  Respecting  the  New 
Testament,  it  may  be  a  sufficient  recommenda- 
tion of  Beausobre*s  translation,  that  the  work 
is  constantly  used  at  the  English  Universities. 

On  the  evidences  of  the  Christian  Religion, 
one  of  the  most  esteemed  French  works  is 
Abbadie's  "  Traits  de  la  V^rit6  de  la  Reli- 
gion  Chr^tienne,'' and  on  Ecclesiastical  History, 
Fleury's  work  is  one  of  the  most  valuable  ex- 
isting, not  only  in  French,  but  in  any  language. 
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Bergier's  *'Dictionnaire  deTh^ologie,"  thouglf 
the  author  be  a  more  zealous  than  impartial 
defender  of  Catholicism,  is  a  work  which  majT 
always  be  consulted  with  advantage  on  all  sub-^ 
jects  connected  with  Theology.  The  great  re- 
putation which  Pascal  and  Nicole  have  so  long 
enjoyed,  renders  it  necessary  only  to  mention 
their  names,  in  order  to  suggest  the  propriety  of 
their  forming  a  part  of  every  Library.  Sermons 
form  a  very  rich  branch  of  French  Literature, 
and  among  those  which  may  be  considered  as  m- 
dispensable,  are  the  compositions  of  Bossuet, 
BouRDALOUE,  Massillon  and  Saurin.  Of  living 
^Theologians,  those  which  enjoy  at  present  the 
greatest  reputation  amongst  the  French,  are'the 
Abbe  Greooire,  M.  de  la  Mennais  and  Frats^ 
siNOus.  Finally,  to  the  reader  who  wishes  to 
be  come  acquainted  Avith  the  Theological  writers 
of  every  age  and  country,  no  better  work  can

But  those  who  read 
lenoions  for  instructtOD,  and  whose  chief  object,  in  the  perusal 
i>t  them,  is  to  be  excited  to  virtue,  or  confirmed  in  her  paths^ 
will  generally  -consider  Bourdaloue  as  the  first  of  preachers,

two  combatantSy  ratber  equal  tban  alike.     One  of  tbem,  of  cour

The  substance  of  these  different  pieces 
Bossuet  connected  with  so  much  art,  interwove  in  tl^em  the  men- 
tion of  so  many  curious  facts,  so  entertaining  an   account  of 
Madame  de  Guyon's  visions  and  pretentions  to  inspiration,  and 
JO  many  interesting  anecdotes  of  tbe  conduct  of  Louis  XIV.  and

*  They  talk  here  of  nothing  ejse ;  they  lend  it,  they  snatch  it  frontt 
one  another,  tlj^ey  devour  it.'    Nothing  could  exceed  the  con-* 
ttemation  which  this  raised  among  the  friends   of  Fenelon,  at 
Rome  and  at  Paris.    His  first  intention  was  not  to  answer  it » 
but  the  Abb6  de  Chanterac  infiormed  him  that  the  impressioa  . 
which  it  made  against  hiqa  at  Ro^le  was  so  strong,  that  a  full  re- 
futation of  it  was  necessary  ;  he,  therefore,  deteimine4  to  reply. . 
Bossuet's  Relation  appeared  in  the  middle  of  June ;    Fenelon's 
reply  was  published  on  the  3rd  of  August.

Nothing  could  be  more  unjust  than  this  assertion r  In  another 
pamphlet  is  transcribed  a  long  passage  from  Massillon,  which  is 
said  to  have  been  suppressed,  by  conmiand,  in  an  edition  of 
lUe  Petit  Careme^    I  have  made  those  enqjiiries  on  the  subject 
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jpHiieh  put  the  matter  beyond  all  doubt,  that  no  such  matiT 
Jated  edition  e^er  existed.  It  is  of  the  highest  importance 
that  such  erroneous  impressions  should  be  removed,  as  they 
would  operate  agiunst  a  vast  number  of  oJassics,  printed  under 
the  Imperial  Regime/'

This  volume  is  deserving  of  attention  from  i^*  containing  tho 
sublime  discourse  which  this  prelate  composed  for  th&  Assembly

fpd  ptophetic  picture  it  contained  of  the  French  ^evotution^ 
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Pascal  (Blaise).

The  justly  celebrated  Letiree  Provinciales  were  originally 
published  in  separate  feuillea  in  4to.  The  Dutch  printers 
being  in  the  habit  of  re-printing  French  works  of  merit  in  a  su- 
perior manner,  soon  put  this  work  to  press,  and  produced,  in 
1657,  a  very  neat  edition  of  the  Provinciales ,  bearing  the  im- 
print of  Cologne,  (Elzevir.)  This  edition  was  soon  sold,  and 
another  succeeded  from  the  same  press ;  but  in  this  edition,  the 
printer  has  had  the  good  taste  to  take  for  his  copy  a  later  im- 
pression, corrected  by  the  author.  It  might  doubtless  be  sup- 
posed that  thb  corrected  edition  would  eclipse  the  one  immedi- 
ately preceding,  but  two  or  three  words  altered  in  the  secomd 
edition,  to  wit,  Religieux  in  the  place  of  Moines^  page  3  ;-t- 
fHoins  considerable  instead  of  rnkprisablcy  led  the  public  to 
believe  that  the  new  edition  was  mutilated ;  no  one,  perhaps, 
cared  about  ascertaining  the  truth ;  an4  the  Booksellers  have 
always  recommended,  and  amateurs  have  always  enquired  for 
the  edition,  which  they  ought,  in  truth,  to  have  rejected.  The 
jest  may  be  well  applied  here :  ^^  Thank  Heaven,  I  have  the 
best  edition,  I  mean  that  which  contain^  the  ^rror  !" 

The  edition  of  the  Provinciates,  published  in  1815,  by  R«- 
nouard,  is  among  the  best  modem  editions.  To  it  is  added,  the 
Decree  of  the  Conseild*Etaty  condemning  ^hc  Provincial  Lcttera 
to  be  burnt. 

Iv  the  year  1655,  Pascal  had  repaired  to  Port  Royal  deq 
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jESmmps,  a  convent^  near  Paris,  where  Antoine  Amanld  aad 
Rerre  Nicole  were  then  living.  These,  as  well  as  many  other 
•ensihle  persons  of  those  times,  were  highly  exasperated  against 
the  Jesuits.  Pascal,  whoimhihed  the  sentiments  of  his  friends, 
wrote  these  eighteen  letters,  which  appeared  in  1656-7,  and  gave 
almost  the  death-hlow  to  the  Jesuits.  The  dissolateness  of  this 
Order  was  the  principal  ohject  of  his  attacks.  The  manly  elo« 
quence  of  these  letters  delighted  every  one,  and  called  forth 
admiration,  even  from  his  adversaries.  The  Order  called  Par- 
liament and  the  Pope  to  its  aid  ;  hut  this  only  increased  the 
evil,  for  the  proscriptions  caused  the  Letters  to  he  more  gene- 
rally read,  and  there  is  no  douht  that  they  contrihuted  towards 
the  aholition  of  the  Order  of  Jesuits,  in  France,  in  the  year 
1762.  These  letters  are  remarkahle  in  another  point  of  view  5 
with  them  hegins  a  new  era  in  the  history  of  the  French  lan- 
guage, and  Voltaire  dates  from  their  appearance,  the  installation 
of  the  modem  French  tongue. 

The  Chancellor  d'Aguesseau  asserted  that — *'  the  Fourteenth 
Letter  was  a  chef  d'ceuvre  of  eloquence,  which  might  dispute 
the  palm  with  the  finest  compositions  of  the  ancients.'' 

Bossuet  was  asked  of  which  of  the  French  works  he  would  hava 
preferred  being  the  writer;  he  replied — Les  Letirea  PrO" 
Tincialea. 

"  The  Provincial  Letters,  (says  the  Ahb6  Goujet,)  were  re- 
vised by  Arnanld  and  Nicole.  The  latter  corrected  the  2d,

I  had  the  good  fortune  to  decypher,  in  the  almost  illegible  ma* 
«ascrlpt,  what  had  escaped  my  first  examination,  (and  that  of 
many  others  besides  me,)  vis.  that  Article  a,  of  the  second  part, 
J)e  VExistence  de  Dieu,  which  Voltaire  and  Cdndorcet  seized 
upon,  to  endeavour  to  prove  that  Pascal,  on  his  death-bed,  was 
tormented  by  religious  scruples,  is  nothing  more  than  a  series  of 
objections,  ta  which  are  affixed  their  replies.  In  order  to  prove 
this,  I  had  only  ta  prbt  this  chapter  exactly  aa  Pascal  haa 
written  it ;  and  by  the  simple  addition  of  the  letters  A.  and  B. 
i  have  satisfactorily  shewn  the  existence  of  the  dialogue.^'

We  abridge  the  following  curious  particulars  relative  to  thii 
lM>ok,  and  in  reference  to  the  History  of  Quietism,  from  a  note 
in  the  Histoire  Genkrale  de  VEgUae  pendant  le  dix-huiiihiM 
sihcle^  par  rAbb6  Guiilon  : — 

The  Abbe  Ph^lipeaux,  Bossuet's  grand  vicar,  and  his  agent 
at  Rome,  wrote  a  relation  of  Quietism,  which  was  communicated 
to,  and  approved  of  by  Bossuet.  This  relation  was  published  20 
yearf  after  the  death  of  the  Abb6  (according  to  his  injunction)  and 
was  very  ofiensive  to  the  friends  and  relatives  of  Fenelon,  wh« 
had  interest  enough  to  procure  a  rigorous  sentence  against  the 
work.  This,  along  with  the  Lettrea  Provincialea,  and  the  first 
volume  of  theAneedotea  aur  Pitat  dela  religion  dana  la  Chine ^ 
became  the  subject  of  the  most  singular  condemnation  upon  re^ 
cord.  The  Lieutenant  of  Police  (H6rault)  was  authorised  in  the 
process  by  a  simple  Lettrede  Cachet  On  the  24th  April,  1733, 
Gabriel  Delidge,  a  bookseller,  with  his  son  and  three  journey- 
men, were  seized  by  the  Police  of  the  town  of  Sainte  Mene- 
hould.  Copies  of  the  three  works  were  also  taken  possession  of 
at  the  same  time.  Delidge  and  those  arrested  with  him  were 
brought  to  Paris  and  confined  in  the  Bastille.  Seven  months  after, 
a  commission  was  formed  in  that  prison  to  try  the  parties.  Sen* 
tence  was  pronounced  on  the  29th  of  December.  The  wife  of 
Belidge,  whom  the  Lieutenant  of  Police  had  implicated  in  the 
afHkir,  was  discharged,  and  Delidge  and  his  companions  were  sen** 
tcnced  to  be  exposed  in  the  pillory,  in  the  public  square  of* 
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Sainte  Menehould,  besides  being  fine4  and  bani8he4  for  three 
years.  The  l^ettres  Provinciaies,  and  the  other  works  seized, 
were  ordered  to  be  burnt,  and  Deliage's  type  was  confiscated 
and  brought  to  Paris  to  be  sold.  The  inhabitants  of  the  place 
phut  up  their  shops  when  the  sentence  was  carried  into  execu^ 
tion,  and  no  one  attended  except  the  officers  of  Police^

**  All  the  works  of  Father  Simon  are  characterised  by  graa^ 
learning  and  research.  *  The  criticism  of  the  Bible  being  at 
that  time  less  understood  than  at  present,  the  researches  which 
were  instituted  by  Simon,  soon  iuvolTed  him  in  controversy,  a^^ 
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well  with  Protestant  as  with  Catholic  writers,  particularly  with 
the  latter ;  to  whom  he  gave  great  offence  hy  the  preference 
which  he  shewed  to  the  Hebrew  and  Greek  texts  of  the  Bible,

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INTRODUCTION. 


'  Althou^li,  as  it  has  been  observed  in  the  In<^ 
tTodnctory  EsBay,  it  is  only  within  a  very 
short  period  that  French  Historians  have 
fully  deserved  that  name,  there  are  many 
works  of  this  cliass,  which  will  be  found  deser- 
ving a  particular  attention.  The  old  Chro- 
niclers of  France  are  held  in  peculiar  esti* 
mation,  both  on  account  of  the  information  they 
contain,  and  the  style  in  which  that  information 
IB  conveyed.  Among  these,  as  well  as  the 
early  compilers,  both  of  Memoirs  and  of  His- 
tories in  the  French  Language,  the  names  of 
Froissart,  Brantome  &  PmLLrPE  de  Comines 
stand  pre-eminent,  while  the  historical  composi- 
tions of  Be  Thou,  of  Mezerat  and  of  Yelt, 
will  repay  the  enquirer,  if  not  by  the  charm 
of  their  style,  at  least  by  the  facts  they  relate, 
and  the  full  credit  which  may  be  given  to  their 
assertions. 
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Among  the  more  modern  bat  not  less  famed 
writers  of  Memoirs,  the  names  of  Retz  and  of 
Sully  will  naturally  present  th^piselves  to  the 
nind  of  the  reader,  as  those  of  two  men  who,  in 
this  particular  branch  of  Literature,  have  be- 
^MHne  almost  equally  celebrated.  Bossubt  baa, 
1^  means  of  his  genins,  gained  so  great  a  re* 
putation  for  his  **  Histoire  Universelle**  that  it  is 
by  many  considered  as  deserving  praise  rather 
M  a  literary  composition  than  as  a  History, 
although  an  attentive  perusal  of  that  admi- 
raUe  work  will  be  sufficient  to  convince  the 
judicious  reader  that  on  both  accounts  it  is 
equally  dw^ving  of  admiration.  Rolun,  though 
a  voluminoiik  writer,  is  much  esteemed  in  hie 
own  and  in  other  countriea,  alike  for  his  purity 
as  a  writer  and  as  a  moralist  The  historical 
works  of  Voltaire,  although  little  dependance 
is  to  be  placed  on  )um  for  the  facts  he  mentions 
and  the  consequences  he  draws  from  them, 
partake,  however,  so  largely  of  the  charm  at* 
tached  to  all  his  compositions,  that  a$  com« 
positions,  they  are  deserving  the  perusal  ^ 
every  roan  who  lays  the  least  claims  to  be  coa* 
sidered  m  an  accomplished  French  sdliolar.~* 
Akqustil,  an  historian  of  a  later  date,  may 
be  ccqisulted  with  advantage,  as  a  cqrrect, 
though  frequently  cold  narrator,  while  the  ele* 
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fant  pftg69  of  VftTOT,  are  aHowed  by  all 
critk«,  to  afford  models  of  the  most  perfect 
atjle. 

It  is,  however,  among  the  living  writers 
tfiat  France  will  have  reason  to  acknowledge 
her  best  Historians,  and  the  names  of  Baraktb, 
<rf  GuizoT  and  of  Simondb  de  Sismondi  wiM 
probably  be  mentioned  by  posterity  as  those  of 
tile  men  who  first  taught  the  French  to  seek 
in  History,  not  merely  a  barreb  narration  of 
hets,  bnt  a  diain  of  incidents,  rendered  don*- 
My  interesting  by  the  clue  they  afford  to  a 
right  apprehension  of  the  human  mind. 

In  the  following  enumeration  of  historical 
works,  an  extensive  list  will  be  found  of  books 
relating  to  the  French  Revolution,  and  the 
reign  which  immediately  followed  it.  These 
may  be  considered  less  as  histories,  than  as 
ferimhing  materials  for  ftiture  historians,  but 
the  period  to  which  they  relate  is  one  of  such  pe» 
cttliar  interest,  and  which  will  always  occupy  so 
dirtinguished  a  place  in  the  annals  of  France, 
^t  it  has  been  thonght  advisable  to  collect

The  third  part  of  it  b 
a  philosophical  view  o(  the  causes  of  the  rise  and  decline  of 
empires;  it  abounds  with  ingenions  and  deep  observation.  Bat 
in  the  second  part  of  it,  the  genius  of  Bossuet  takes  its  highest 
flight.  He  never  appears  on  the  stretch  of  exertion ;  he  it 
never  lost  in  the  mazes  of  argumentation ;  but  in  a  continued 
strain  of  sublime  eloquence,  displays  the  proofs  and  truths  of 
the  Christian  Religion,  with  a  grandeur  of  thought,  a  magni- 
ficence of  language,  and  a  force  of  evidence  which  nothing  can 
withstand.  A  nobler  work  in  support  of  Christianity  has  never 
issued  from  the  press.  Referring  to  it,  Voltiure,  in  the  first 
edition  of  his  Sikcle  de  Louis  Quatarzey  says,  ^  That  France  thea 
abounded  with  elegant  writers,  but  that  Bossuet  alone  wac 
eloquent.*  "—fVorka  of  Charles  Butler^  vol.  3,  p.  302.

He  was  once 
stopped  as  a  vagabond,  by  the  overseers  of  the  parish,  and 
commanded  to  follow  them.  So  far  from  bemg  displeased  at 
this  adventure,  it  amused  him,  and  he  entered  into  the  joke 
accordingly.  *  Crentlemen,  (said  he)  I  cannot  well  accompany 
you  on  foot,  but  as  soon  as  they  have  put  a  wheel  to  my  car- 
riage, I'll  accompany  you  wherever  you  please.'  One  of  his 
oddities  was  to  work  by  candle-light,  even  in  the  middle  of  the 
day,  and  in  the  midst  of  the  summer  ;  and  he  always  attended 
his  visitors  to  the  street  door  on  parting,  holding  a  lighted 
candle  in  his  hand  *  *  Mezerai  loved  truth,  but  would 
not  take  much  pains  to  discover  it ;  depending  rather  upon  the 
texts  of  his  predecessors.  Yet  he  had  courage  and  mtegrity ; 
and  gains  in  energy  what  he  loses  inaccuracy.  There  is, how- 
ever, a  coarse  thread  which  runs  through  all  his  narratives, 
and  those  who  call  him  the  Tacitus  of  France,  seem  to  mis- 
take vulgarity  for  strength.

the  fate  of  the  defenders  of  the  French  monarchy.  Now  thai 
the  contest  is  over,  both  parties  might  derive  from  these  books 
a  wholesome  lesson  of  political  charity ;.  and  in  all  times, 
whenever  they  may  be  read,  they  will  convince  a  wise  and  well- 
regulated  mindy  that  of  all  evils,  of  all  miseries,  of  all  curses 
which  can  befal  a  civilized  country.  Revolution  is  tha  greftlesl.''

Those  even  which  have  obtained  the  highest  appro* 
bation  are  far  from  having  closed  the  theme.  Rollin,  who  must 
infallibly  be  mentioned  here,  though  he  treats  only  of  Ancient 
History,  is  justly  celebrated  for  the  amenity  of  his  style,  the 
purity  of  his  morals,  and  the  candour  of  his  opinions.  But  if 
some  errors  in  judgment  and  natural  prejudices  are  excusable 
in  the  man,  there  is  no  reason  why  his  work  should  stand  free 
from  the  blame  which  is  attached  to  it,  from  the  indulgence  of 
the  author's  too  great  credulity.  Millot,  in  his  Siemens  d^His^ 
ioire  GhUraley  is  more  judicious,  more  philosophical,  and  more 
correct;  but  his  book  affords  but  little  instruction,  and  the  ex- 
treme conciseness  which  characterises  it,  savours  more  of  a 
collection  of  sketches,  rather  than  a  continuous  work  on  His- 
tory. Tlie  voluminous  Histoire  des  HommeSy  by  Delisle  de  Salles 
is  quite  forgotten,  though  published  only  forty  years  lago ;  finally 
Anquetil  is  but  a  dry  annalist,  an  unphilosophieal  writer,  and 
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by  no  means  a  lively  painter.  This  work  of  M.  Segnr  happily 
fills  np  a  void ;  it  is  solid,  brilliant,  contains  the  most  useful 
lessons,  coached  in  elegant  language.  The  author  states  it  to

Though 
doubtless  not  more  accurate  than  Muratori,  he  has  consulted 
a  much  more  extensive  list  of  authors ;  and  considered  as  a  re- 
gister of  facts  alone,  his  history  is  incomparably  more  useful. 
These  are  combined  in  so  skilful  a  manner  as  to  diminish,  in 
a  great  degree,  that  inevitable  confusion  which  arises  from 
frequency  of  transition,  and  want  of  general  unity.  It  is  much 
to  be  regretted  that,  from  too  redundant  details  of  unnecessary 
circumstances,  and  sometimes,  if  I  may  take  the  liberty  of 
saying  so,  from  unnecessary  reflections,  M.  Sismondi  has  run 
into  a  prolixity  which  will  probably  intimidate  the  languid  stu- 
dents of  our  age.  It  is  the  more  to  be  regretted,  because  the 
History  of  the  Italian  Republics  is  calculated  to  produce  a 
good  far  more  important  than  storing  the  memory  with  his«» 
torical  facts  ;  that  of  communicating  to  the  reader^s  bosom, 
some  sparks  of  the  dignified  philosophy,  the  lore  for  truth  and 
virtue,  which  lies  along  its  eloquent  pages." — Hallam's  Middle 
AgeB,  vol.  1,  p.  232.

When  he  treats  of  a  distant  period,  he  is  not  a  man  to 
turn  over  musty,  monkish  writer^  to  instruct  himself.  He  fol- 
lows some  compilation,  varnishes  it  over  with  the  magic  of  his 
style,  and  produces  a  most  agreeable,  superficial,  inaccurate 
performance.  But  there  the  information,  both  written  and  oral, 
lay  within  his  reach,  and  he  seems  to  have  taken  great  pidns  to 
consult  it.  Without  any  thing  of  the  majesty  of  the  great  his- 
torians, he  has  comprised,  in  two  small  volumes,  a  variety  of  ' 
facts,  told  in  an  easy,  clear,  and  lively  style.  To  this  merit 
he  has  also  added  that  of  throwing  aside  all  trivial  circum- 
stances, and  chosing  no  events,  but  such  as  are  either  useful 
or  entertidning.  His  method  (of  treating  every  article  in  a  dis- 
tinct chapter)  I  think  vicious :  as  they  are  all  connected  in  hu- 
man affairs,  and  as  they  are  often  the  cause  of  each  other,  why 
separate  them  in  History  ?  The  first  volume  is  much  less  inter- 
esting t|ian  the  second ;  arta  and  manners  were  a  subject  almost 
untouched,  but  so  many  writers  had  exhausted  the  battles  and 
sieges  of  Louis  XlVth's  reign,  that  it  was  impos9ibie  to  add 
anything  new^  especially  in  so  confined  an  abridgement.  Be-* 
sides,  those  detached  particulars  wanted  less  that  art  of  nar- 
rating, which  Voltaire  never  possessed,  with  all  his  other  ta- 
lents ;•  I  mean  in  prose,  for  there  are  some  very  fine  narrations 
in  his  tragedies."

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INTRODUCTION. 


The  branch  of  Biography  will  be  found  to 
be  necessarily  limited ;  since  the  Books  fre- 
quently classed  under  this  head,  are  trans- 
ferred to  the  part  of  History  and  Historical 
Memoirs,  to  which  we  must  refer  the  reader. 

The  chief  works  to  be  found  under  the  head 
of  Biography  are  the  principal  Biographical 
Dictionaries,  universal  and  otherwise.  The 
most  distinguished  of  these  are  the  great  Dic- 
tionary of  Baylk,  of  well  known  character  and 
celebrity ;  the  "  Nouveau  Dictionnaire  histo- 
rique,  &c.^  of  CnAUFFEPife,  intended  as  an  ac- 
companiment to  Bayle  ;  and  the  "  Biographie 
Nouvelle  des  Contemporains,  &c.*'  edited  by 
MM.  Arnault,  Jay,  Jouy,  &c. 

The  "  Biographie  Universelle,  ancienne  et 
moderne,"  &c.  by  M.  de  Barante,  and  a  great 
number  of  the  most  popular  writers  of  the  day, 
should  not  go  unnoticed ;  it  is  a  very  able 
and  highly  important  production.

'^  Bayle  was  a  man  of  immense,  but  desultory  reading  ;  of  a 
subtle  understanding,  invincible  patience,  and  not  less  indomi- 
table industry.  His  Dictionary  is  as  a  Cornucopia  of  flowers — 
bright,  blooming,  and  captivating ;  but  the  roses  have  more 
than  an  ordinary  share  of  keen  and  penetrating  thorns.  Take 
them  up  hastily,  and  your  fingers  will  bleed  for  the  avidity  of 
your  grasp.  The  notes  are  the  grand  field  in  which  Bayle  de- 
lighted to  pour  forth  his  multifarious  knowledge ;  and  I  have 
reason  to  believe  that  his  '  Life  of  Nero'  fui*nished  a  celebrated 
Greek  quotation  at  a  late  ever-memorable  state  trial.  But  a 
further  word  respecting  this  extraordinary  man.  If  he  was 
sceptical,  he  was  peaceably  disposed  in  private  life  ;  although 
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4C0DstantIy  assailed  by  the  bitterest  enemies.  Even  his  '*  mag« 
num  opus,"  the  Dictionary,  was  criticised  before  it  appeared  ; 
a  practice,  not  confined  to  foreign  countries.  Jurieu,  Sanrin, 
and  Le  Clerc  were  unable,  collectively,  to  ruffle  the  calmness 
of  his  temper,  or  embitter  the  sweetness  of  his  retirement. 
Bayle  was,  in  the  republic  of  literature,  what  Lord  North  was 
in  the  House  of  Commons  :  calm  and  composed  in  the  midst 
of  tempest  and  whirlwind.  His  application  will  be  scarcely 
credited.  He  told  Des  Maizeaux,  in  one  of  his  letters,  that 
from  twenty  to  forty,  he  worked  fourteen  hours  a  day — and  in 
fact,  he  never  knew  what  leisure  was.  Read  Niceron's  most

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INTRODUCTION. 


The  works  mentioned  under  the  head  of 
Belles  Lettre$f  are  necessarily  of  a  niiscellaneous 
character,  since  many  have  found  a  place  in  this 
branch,  to  which  it  was  difficult,  and  sometimes 
impossible,  to  appropriate  one  in  any  other 
department.  On  the  study  of  the  Belles  Lettres, 
the  excellent  work  of  Rollin  still  maintains 
the  high  character  which  it  has  acquired,  from 
the  learning,  the  taste,  and  the  piety  of  its  es- 
timable author.  Next  to  this,  the  book  likely 
to  be  perused  with  greatest  advantage,  is,  per- 
haps, Fleury's  '*  Choix  des  Etudes."  On  the  his- 
tory of  early  French  literature,  especially  of  the 
Troubadours,  the  work  of  Saint-Palaye,  as 
edited  by  Millot,  and  the  collection  of  Ray- 
jJOUARD  are  well  deserving  of  attention.  The 
"  Cours  de  Litterature"  of  La  Harpe,  though 
faulty,  in  many  respects,  ought  to  be  read  by 
every  one  who  wishes  to  become  acquainted  with 
the  subject  it  treats  of ;  and  if  to  this  be  added 
the  more  modern  compositions  of  Barante 
and  of  GafiNiERy  on  the  same    subject,  a  consi- 
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derable  knowledge  may  be  obtained  of  French 
literature.  The  high  reputation  enjoyed  by 
the  works  of  Madame  de  Stael,  especially  by 
those  entitled  "De  TAllemagne**  and  "Be la 
Litt^rature,**  renders  it  necessary  merely  to 
mention  her  name,  in  order  to  suggest  the  pro- 
priety of  their  forming  a  part  of  every  library, 
M.  SiMONDE  DE  SiSMONDi's  work  ou  the  Lite- 
rature of  the  South  of  Europe,  being  as  much 
esteemed  in  England,  as  it  is  on  the  Continent, 
it  were  unnecessary  to  recommend  it  to  the 
reader.  Of  the  different  Literatures  of  Europe, 
short  histories  have  lately  been  published,  in 
Paris,  under  the  title  of  ^^  R^sum^s,*'  and  the 
subjects,  although  briefly,  are  in  general,  ably 
treated  in  them.  In  the  branch  of  literature, 
denominated  Bibliography y  the  French  are  par- 
cularly  rich,  and  the  works  of  DeBure,Brunet, 
Barbier,  and  Peignot,  so  frequently  quoted  in 
the  course  of  the  present  work,  do  great  credit 
to  their  taste  and  their  industry,  and  are  equal 
if  not  superior,  to  the  productions  of  the  authors 
of  any  country,  who  have  written  on  the  same 
subject.

It  was  from 
one  of  these  two  copies  that  Mademoiselle  de  Gournay,  gave 
the  folio  edition,  published  in  Paris,  1595.  This  edition  con- 
tains a  long  preface  by  the  Editor,  which  was  afterward  omitted 
in  the  editions  published  in  Paris,  1625.

As  Coste's  editions  of  Montaigne  have  obtained  a  high 
reputation,  the  reader  may  be  pleased  to  learn  his  own  opinion 
of  their  respective  merits.  He  thus  speaks  of  his  five  editions, 
including  that  published  in  8  vols,  in  12mo.  The  first  edition 
p'lblished  in  London,  in  1724,  is  less  perfect  than  the  second 
which  appeared  in  1725,  in  Paris,  3  vols.  4to  ;  the  third,  print- 
tcd  at  La  Haypy  in  1727,  {chez  P.  Gosse,  5  vols,  in  12mo  ;) 
wus  in  some  respects  superior  to  the  Paris  edition,  and  the 
present  {Londres^  Nourse,  1745, 7  vols,  in  12mo,)  is  still  better 
having  been  corrected  with  all  possible  care.  This  last 
mentioned  edition  is  the  best  of  those  published  by  Coste. 

Coste  has  incurred  the  reproaches  of  many,  for  having  modern- 
ized the  orthography  of  Montaigne,  although  by  so  doing,  he 
had  rendered  him  intelligible  to  a  greater  number  of  readers. 
The  grammatical  notes  which  he  bas  placed  at  the  bottom  of 
the  page,  though  not  all  equally  good>  are  generally  very  in^ 
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teresting,  and  it  is  to  be  regretted,  therefore,  that  they  hare 
been  omitted  in  the  more  modern  editions.

It  is,  beyond 
all  doubt,  one  of  the  best  and  most  complete,  that  have 
ever  been  printed,  of  Montaigne's  production.  Besides  the 
usual  edition,  printed  on  fine  paper,  a  hundred  copies  were 
struck  on  large  vellum  paper,  which,  from  their  extreme  beauty, 
are  already  becoming  scarce.

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INTRODUCTION. 


The  most  celebrated  epoch  of  French  lite- 
rature, particularly  in  the  departments  of  Po- 
etry and  the  Drama,  may  be  dated  from  the  days 
of  Corneille  down  to  those  of  Voltaire.  The 
chefs-d^cBtwret  produced  during  this  period  are 
much  too  numerous  to  be  characterised  here. 
We  must  be  content  to  refer  the  reader  to  the 
account  of  the  works  of  Corneille,  Racine, 
MoLii^RE,  Voltaire,  &c.  to  be  found  in  the 
succeeding  pages.  The  name  of  La  Fontaine 
is  dear  to  every  lover  of  nature ;  his  fables,  a 
compound  of  gaiety,  grace,  and  elegance,  have 
justly  procured  him  the  name  of  the  inimitable^ 
BoiLEAU,  though  less  read  in  England,  still  en- 
joys a  high  and  well-deserved  reputation.  The 
same  may  be  said  of  J.  B.  Rousseau.  Though 
few  among  the  modern  Poets  of  France  will 
bear  a  comparison  with  those  just  mentioned,

Not  long  after 
the  affair  of  Quietism  broke  oat,  Fenelon  gave  the  manuscript 
of  it  to  a  valet  de  ohambre,  to  be  copied  by  him,  and  the  valel 
sold  it  to  a  bookseller  at  Paris.  At  that  time  the  Police  nar- 
rowly watched  the  motions  of  Fenelon.  They  had  notice  of 
the  publication,  and  when  the  Bookseller  was  at  the  208th 
page  of  the  Impression,  seized,  in  the  King's  name,  all  the  co- 
pies which  were  in  the  possession  of  the  Booksellers ;  and  every 
precaution  was  used  to  annihilate  the  work.  But  it  was  too 
late ;  the  manuscript  was  preserved ;  it  was  sold  to  Adrian 
Moetjens,  a  bookseller  at  the  Hague,  and  by  him,  it  was  imme- 
diately printed.  This  edition  appeared  in  16Q9,  and  is  very 
incorrect.  *  *  ♦  He  afterwards  gave  a  more  perfect  edi- 
tion of  it  in  1701 ;  and  that  edition  was  generally  followed,  in 
all  subsequent  editions,  till  the  edition  of  1717*  In  that  year, 
the  Marquis  of  Fenelon,  great  nephew  to  the  archbishop,  pub- 
lished a  new  Edition  of  Telemachus,  from  a  copy  corrected  by 
Fenelon  himself.  This  edition  became  the  te^tu^  receptus^  or 
the  model,  from  which  all  subsequent  impressions  of  Tele* 
machus  have  been  taken.  As  a  composition,  Telemachus  has 
perhaps  received  its  full  measure  of  praise.  It  is  eminently 
defective  in  unity  of  design,  abounds  with  unnecessary  detaik, 
is  often  prosaic ;  its  moral  is  oflener  taught  by  long  discourseSj; 
^han  by  action,  its  proper  vehicle  in  an  epic  poem ;  and  it  coih 
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tains  more  of  profane  love,  than  might  have  been  expected 
from  a  man  of  prayer,  always  writing  at  the  foot  of  the  Cross ; 
but  it  abounds  with  passages  of  exquisite  beauty,  and  contains 
some  of  true  sublimity.  A  soft  tinge  of  poetic,  and  it  may  be 
•aid  of  religious  melancholy  is  shed  over  the  whole,  which  seems 
to  elevate  it  to  real  poetry,  gives  it  an  indescribable  charm,  and 
interests  the  reader,  both  for  the  author  and  his  hero.'' — Works 
ofC.

'^  The  characteristic  quality  of  La  Fontaine  is  simplicity ; 
not  that  childishness  of  thought,  and  guiltlessness  of  meaning 
which  have  often  passed  current  under  this  title,  but  that 
ftscinating  singleness  of  expression,  which  is  not  inconsistent 
with  the  highest  refinement  of  wit,  and  which  communicates 
ft  charm  to  whatever  it  relates,  by  saying  the  oldest  and 
commonest  things  in  so  interesting  a  manner  as  to  give  them 
all  the  zest  of  novelty,  that  air,  in  short,  of  ^  unconcern  so 
exquisite'  by  which  the  effect  of  all  the  various  embellishments 
of  his  poetry  is  heightened  and  improved.  There  is  indeed 
throughout  his  writings,  an  apparent  unconsciousness  of  his 
own  perfections ;  and  (to  use  a  trite  expression)  he  never 
cackles  over  the  e%%  that  he  has  laid.

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18,  for  wbile  he  delights  to  amuse  the  imagination,  he  knows- 
how  to  toach  the  heart.  This  is  the  secret  of  poetry,  and 
this,  after  all,  is  the  true  criterion  of  a  Poet."  —  Quarterly 
Beview,  vol.  23,  p.  455. 

La  Fontaine  was  possessed  of  singular  naKvet^.  A  curious 
anecdote  is  related  of  his  enthusiasm  for  the  apocrjphal  hwik 
of  Barnch.  He  was  one  day  with  Racine,  who  heing  occn^^ed 
for  the  moment,  lent  him  a  Bihle  which  contained  the  Apocry* 
pha,  to  look  over  until  he  should  he  at  Kherty,  The  good 
man  opened  hy  chance  on  a  chapter  in  Barudi,  which  coationed 
the  prayer  and  supplication  of  the  people;  after  perusing. it 
with  strong  feelings  of  admiration,  he  suddenly  addressed 
Racine  — "  Who  is  this  Banich  ?  what  a  fine  genius  !"  For 
some  days  he  was  so  full  of  the  subject,  that  every  one  he  met 
was  accosted  with  '^  Have  you  read  Baruch  ?  What  a  fine  genius  V* 
For  the  last  two  years  of  his  life.  La  Fontaine  acted  the  part 
of  a  contrite  spirit ;  and  practised  some  of  the  severest  auste- 
rities of  monastic  worship.  At  his  death  it  was  discovered 
that  he  nvore  a  hair  shirt.  Louis  Racine  wrote  the  following 
iines  on  the  subject ;  — 

Vrai  dans  tous  ses  Merits,  vrais  dans  tous  ses  discours, 
Vrai  dans  sa  penitence  si  la  fin  de  ses  jours, 
Du  Maitre  qui  s'approche  il  previcut  la  justice, 
Et  Fauteur  de  Joconde  est  couvert  d'un  cilice. 

Rabelais  was  passionately  admired  by  La  Fontaine.  Hf 
would  allow  no  author,  ancient  or  modern,  sacred  or  profaois, 
a  place  on  the  same  shelf.  He  was  one  day  at  the  house  of 
I>8spr^aux  in  company  of  Racine,  the  Docter  Boileau  and  sont 
Hthers ;  one  of  the  paf  ty  was  speaking  of  St  Augustine ;  he 
listened  for  some  time  abstractedly,  at  length,  rousing  himself 
as  from  a  dream,  he  asked  the  Doctor  witl^  the  niost  3erious 
Air,  if  he  thought  that  Saint  Augustine  bad  iQore  wit  (esprit) 
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tibtoi  BabeUus?  The  Doetor  glaacing  at  him  from  head  to 
foot,  merely  replied ;—"  Prenez-ganle  Monsieur  La  Fontaine, 
one  of  your  stockings  is  wrong  side  outwards"  Many  anecdotes 
are  related  of  La  Fontaine's  absence  of  mind. 

La  Brnydre,  in  a  speech  before  the  French  Academy  in  1698, 
thus  designates  La  Fontaine ;  —  '^  Less  unequal  than  Marot, 
aad  more  poetic  than  Voiture,  he  has  the  liveliness,  the  happy 
turss,  and  the  naXvet6  of  both.  He  instructs  in  sport, 
inenleates  virtue  through  the  medium  o(  the  brute  creation  ; 
raises  the  most  insignificant  subjects  to  sublimity ;  he  is  unri« 
vailed  in  his  peculiar  style,  ever  original ;  and  far  superior 
to  the  models  he  has  chosen,  himself  the  most  difficult  model 
of  all  to  imitate."  Molii^re,  speaking  of  La  Fontaine  to  Boileau 
said,  *^  Le  bon  homme  ira  phis  loin  que  nous.*'  Those  who 
wish  to  be  made  most  fully  acquainted  with  La  Fontaine  will 
do  well  to  consult  the  Eloges,  sent  to  the  Marseilles  Academy, 
in  1774,  the  one  by  Chamfort,  which  obtained  the  prize,  and 
the  other  by  La  Harpe.  The  latter  is  more  historical,  and  may 
be  fonnd  in  La  Fontaine  et  ious  left  FabulisieSy  of  Gulllon, 
Paris,  1803,  2  vol.  8vo.  The  Eloge,  by  Chamfort,  is  given  \n 
the  edition  of  the  Trots  Fabulistes,  par  M.  Gail.  Paris^ 
1796,  4  vols.  8vo.  The  work,  however,  which  contains  the 
faUest  particulars  of  the  Life  and  Writings  of  La  Fontaine,  ir 
I/Histoire  de  la  Vie  et  des  Ouvrages  de  La  Fontaine,  parjG. 
A.  Walckenaer.  Paris,  1820,  I'vol.  8vo.  This  volume  will 
always  be  read  with  pleasure. 

Peignot  reckons  the  fables  of  La  Fontaine  at  241.  Of  thesQ 
56  are  conBidered  master -pieces.  Tradition  says  that  La  Fon-' 
taine  preferred  overall  his  compositions,  the  Fable  entitled  Z/e 
chine  et  le  roseau ;  but  persons  of  taste,  and  among  others, 
the  Abb§  Barth^lemy  are  of  opinion,  that  the  one  of  the  Ani-^ 
mau»  malades  de  la  peste,  is  entitled  to  the  palm.  These 
however,  take  precedence  of  the  56.

Gardinal  Jean  du  Bellay  was  possessed  of  tli9 
same  feeling;  he  admired  Rabelais  so  much,  that  he  refused  a 
learned  individual  of  the  day,  a  seat  at  his  table,  because  he  had 
not  read  the  Booky  for  so  Rabelais'  singular  narrative  was 
called.  Boileau  styled  him,  good  sense  under  a  mask.  La 
Bruydre  spoke  of  him  as  follows : — *^  Rabelab  is  incomprehen* 
dble.  His  book  is  an  inexplicable  enigma ;  a  chimera.  It  is 
the  face  of  a  beautiful  woman,  in  other  respects  terribly  de- 
formed. It  is  a  monstrous  compilation  of  moral  beauty  aud  vile 
corruption ;  what  is  bad  of  it,  is  of  the  worst  description,  the 
height  of  vulgarity ;  what  b  good,  is  iSost  exquisitely  so,  the 
perfection  of  delicacy." 

Sterne  is  well  known  to  have  been  a  great  admirer  of  Rabelais, 
and  not  a  little  of  the  spirit  of  the  Curk  de  Meudon,  is  diffused 
through  his  writings.  The  quidntness  and  abruptness  of  hb  style 
may  be  traced  also  to  Rabelab. 

Rabelais  is  more  celebrated  than  read.  In  every  page  of  hb 
satire  may  be  traced  the  character  of  the  man,  whose  words  on 
hb  death-bed  were — Je  m'en  vais  chercher  un  grand  peuU 
itre. 

Swift,  who  has  been  called  by  some  the  English  Rabelab, 
perhaps  caught  the  idea  of  hb  Tale  of  a  Tub,  and  of  hb  Chil- 
liver,  from  a  knowledge  of  the  CurS  de  Meudon'*  productions.

The  C(tf^  de,  Lanrjent  was  the  resort  of  the  great  wits  :  there 
might  be  seen  Rousseau,  La  Motte,  Fontenelle,  Crebilion, 
Saurin,  &c.  An  opera  called  HSsione,  made  its  appearance. 
Rousseau  directed  some  satirical  verses  against  it.  These  pro- 
duced others  oi  abominable  l&ngnage  and  tendency.  Rousseau 
was  accused  as  the  author  of  these  also :  he  stoutly  disavowed 
ihem.  In  the  midst  of  the  confusion  which  this  contest  had 
made,  Rousseau  cast  the  blame  on  Saurin,  who  immediately 
commenced  a  suit  at  law  against  him,  and  accused  him  of  sub- 
ovnation.  This  charge,  the  Parliament  thought  sufficiently 
substantiated ;  and  Rousseau  was  condemned  to  perpetiJal  bnn- 
ishment.  He  retired  to  Switzerland ;  became  acquainted  with 
the  Count  du  Luc,  and  Prince  Eugene,  joined  the  latter  at 
Vienna,  lost  his  favour,  and  set  out  for  Brussels.  In  1721  he  ar- 
rived in  England,  where  he  published  an  Edition  of  his  works. 
He  again  visited  Brussels,  where  commenced  his  quarrel  with 
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Voltaire.  He  paid  a  secret  vii^t  to  Paris,  and  his  firiendeeti^' 
deaTOured  to  procure  a  revocation  of  his  sentence,  but  not 
snceeeding,  he  returned  to  Brussels,  where  he  died  in  1741. 
After  receiving  the  sacrament,  he  publicly  declared  that  he 
was  not  the  author  of  the  aforesaid  vile  Ck>uplets,  which  had 
been  the  cause  of  all  his  misfortunes.  Piron  wrote  an  epitaph 
ibr  him  as  follows —

In  order  to  convey  a  correct  idea  of  the  most  reraarkahle 
teildmgs  of  Paris,  the  Editors  conceived  that  plans  and  geo- 
metrical elevations,  which  detail  at  once  the  extent,  the  dis-* 
tributions,  and  the  just  proportions  of  the  edifices,  were  prefer* 
able  to  perspective  views,  which  give  only  a  single  aspect,  and  in 
wbieh,  it  is  frequently  necessary  to  sacrifice  to  picturesque  effect^ 
the  most  valuable  parts  of  the  whole.  All  the  plans  are  reduced 
to  a  eommoii  scale,  so  that,  at  the  first  glance,  the  spectator 
may  judge  comparatively  of  the  extent  of  the  vanous  edifices. 
The  work  thus  executed,  is  admirably  adapted  for  the  use  of 
artists  and  amateurs,  as  well  as  of  foreigners,  who  visit  the 
French  capital,  and  who,  familiarised  before-hand  with  the  de- 
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tails  of  the  fine  edifices,  of  which  Paris  presents  a  surprising- 
assemblage,  will  afterwards  view  them  with  more  advantagt 
and  retain  a  more  perfect  recollection  of  them.

relative branches.  The  plates  are  325  in  number,  of  which  73 
belong  to  architecture,  48  to  sculpture,  and  204  to  painting. 
The  monuments  which  they  represent  are  upwards  of  1400. 
The  whole  of  them  were  engraved  at  Rome,  under  the  imme- 
diate inspection  of  the  author,  and  are  executed  with  great  fide- 
lity ;  the  true  character  of  the  originals  is  carefully  preserved, 
a  circumstance  of  no  small  importance  for  the  object  of  the  work.

The  author,  in  devoting  to  this 
work  more  than  thirty  years  of  his  life,  has  been  desirous  of  pro- 
ducing a  complete  elementary  work,  on  the  costume  of  the  an- 
cients, and  to  exhibit  only  such  examples  as  have  been  proved 
to  be  authentic,  by  monuments,  and  by  the  testimony  of  cele- 
brated authors,  whose  names  he  has  taken  care  to  note,  by  the 
die  of  each  subject.  The  first  volume  contains,  in  very  great 
detail,  the  costume,  manners,  customs,  &c.  of  the  Romans,  after 
medals  and  many  other  ancient  monuments  of  the  different  ages, 
from  Romulus  to  the  last  Emperors  of  Constantinople.

Carini  (or  his  brother)  republished  it,  in  1669, 
with  a  commentary  in  Italian,  and  this  collection  then  receired 
the  title  of  Icanographie,  The  collection  of  Ursinus  has  been 
the  foundation  of  those  which  have  succeeded.  The  work 
now  under  review  owes  its  existence  to  Napoleon,  and  was 
executed  at  the  public  expence.  It  forms  one  of  the  most  mag« 
nificent  productions  of  the  day*  The  learned  Yisconti  accom- 
plished the  Iconographie  Grecque^  which  contains  304  por- 
traits.   The  Notices,  by  him,  are  distinguished  by  vast  erudition. 
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luminous  criticism,  sound  judgment,  and  animated  description. 
Ho  also  completed  the  first  volume  of  the  Iconographie  /2o-

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INTRODUCTION. 


The  French  aothora  who  have  written  on 
tlie  subjects,  connected  with  the  department, 
which  'occupies  the  succeeding  pages,  have 
established  a  repntation,  throughout  Europe. 
On  the  subject  of  Moral  Philosophy ^  we  need 
only  mention  the  names  of  Descartes  and 
Mallebranche  ;  whilst  among  the  moderns, 
those  of  Gabanis,  CoNDrixAc,  D£:gerando, 
Massias,  and  Db  Tract,  are  nearly  as  familiar 
to  those  who  make  the  science  of  Metaphysics 
their  peculiar  study.  The  last  named  authoi: 
ranks  among  the  most  popular  writers  of  the 
day.  He  has  done  much  towards  rendering 
this  branch  of  philosophy  extremely  fashionable 
in  France.  In  experimental  philosophy,  the 
works  of  AMPiiRE,  Biot,  and  the  Baron  Dupin 
will  be  found  to  contain  very  scientific  views, 
and  sound  principles.  The  mathematical  de- 
partment of  French  literature  is  admitted,  on 
all  hands,  to  be  extremely  rich.  We  need  only 
enumerate  the  great  names  of  Laplace,  La- 
CROIX,  and  Lagrange  to  warrant  us  in  the  con- 
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elusion,  that  in  works  on  the  abstruse  sciences, 
no  country  in  Europe  can  boast  of  being  more 
ably  supplied  than  the  French.  The  Edinburgh 
Critics,  and  those  of  the  Quarterly  Review,  have 
made  honourable  mention  of  the  labours  of  these 
celebrated  mathematicians.  Since  the  days  of 
the  great  Euler,  who  according  to  the  best 
judges,  ranks  next  to  the  im0K)rtal  NEWTOit, 
none  have  obtained  higher  esteem  than  the 
French  triumvirate,  mentioned  above.

Descartes  made  an  attempt  to  give  a 
new  system  of  all  the  sciences ;  an  attempt  excusable  only 
when  lectures  were  the  only  means  of  instruction,  and  when 
one  professor  might  have  been  obliged  to  conduct  his  pupil 
through  the  whole  circle  of  education.  In  this  impracticable 
plan,  he  is  perhaps  the  only  great  metapbyaician  who  waa  mucb

SpeiiJc* 
ing  of  the  General's  work  he  adds ;— rRogniat  ma^es  some  o\h> 
servatirn^  on  the  battle  of  Waterloo,  which  are  not  very  flat- 
tering to  Napoleon  j  it  is  probable  that  these  observations  had 
excited  some  degree  of  resentm(^nt  in  the  breast  of  the  ex-Em- 
peror ;  an  information,  which  I  obtained  in  the  following  man- 
ner ; — During  my  last  visit  to  London,  I  was  presented  with  a 
manuscript  by  a  Bookseller,  which  had  been  entrusted  to  him 
by  the  Count^s  of  M — 7—: — .  who  had  just  returned  from  St 
Helena.  Some  hesitation  was  evinced  as  to  its  publication,  in 
consequence  of  the  sum  asked  for  the  manuscript,  and  I  was  de- 
sired to  examine  it  and  decide  its  value.  It  was  written  in  a 
very  fine  hand,  and  corrected  here  and  there  in  pencil,  appa- 
rently by  Napoleon  himself.  It  consisted  of  critical  observations 
upon  various  remarkable  works ;  among  others  I  noticed  the 
Concordats  of  De  Pradt,  and  the  Conaideratione^  Sfc.  of  Ge- 
neral Rogniat.  The  observations  on  the  former  work  appeared 
to  me  very  striking ;  those  on  the  latter,  as  might  naturally 
be  expected,  were  not  very  flattering ;  and  their  object  was  to 
demonstrate  that  the  General  had  not  properly  estimated  the 
public  affairs  which  decided,  during  the  Hundred  Days,  the  fate 
pf  France.    This  manuscript,  however,  has  never  seen  the  Ijght^ 
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The  French  Chemists  have  for  a  considerable 
period,  maintained  the  highest  rank  in  the  sci- 
ence of  ChemiBtry.  The  ^^  Annales  de  Ghimie^ 
are,  amang  publications  of  a  similar  kind,  of  ih» 
greatest  celebrity :  Lavoisier,  BERTHOixBTand 
FouRCROY  rank  among  the  most  distinguished 
of  its  contributors.  *'  Berthollbt^  say  the  Edin* 
burgh  Reviewers,  "  appeared  at  an  early  pe- 
riod, as  the  associate  of  Lavoisier,  and  con- 
tributed to  establish  the  modern  system,  by  the 
zeal  and  ability  with  which  he  engaged  in  its 
defence."  Ghaptal's  work,  "  La  Ghimie  ap- 
pliquee  aux  Arts"  is  in  great  request  among 
Artists,  and  has  obtained  commendation  from 
the  French  Institute. 

In  Natural  History,  the  name  of  Buffon 
jstands  pre-eminent.  Guvier  and  Gount  LAci- 
vkiye  follow  next,  both  in  interest  and  import- 
ance, in  that  popular  branch  of  science.  On  the 
subject  of  Medicine,  the  celebrated  Bichat  and 
Cloquet  are  two  of  the  most  learned  writers  of 
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the  present  day.  In  Mineralogj,  Haut  and 
HuMBOLnr  deserve  particular  mention;  and 
in  Geology,  Dolomiev  has,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Edinburgh,  critics,  done  more  for  that  sci- 
ence than  any  man  who  has  preceded  or  fal- 
lowed him.

**  The  Journal  des  Samns  is  one  of  the  oldest  publications 
of  this  class>  in  Europe.

In  1665» 
appeared  his  Journal  de»  Sfavan^^  He  published  his  Essay^ 
in  the  name  of  the  Sieur  de  Hedourille,  his  footman !  Waa 
this  a  mere  stroke  of  humour,  or  designed  to  insinuate  that  the 
freedom  of  his  criticism  would  only  be  allowed  in  a  footman  f 
The  woA  howerar,  met  with  so  favourable  a  reception,  that 
Sallo.  had  the  satiafaction  of  seeing  it  the  following  year,  im« 
itatad  throagbout  Europe,  and  his  journal,  at  the  same  tirne^ 
translated  into  Tarions  languages.  But  as  most  authors  lay 
IhemaelTaB  open  to  an  acate  critic,  the  animadversions  of  Salle 
were  given  with  such  asperity  af  oriticism,  and  such  maligaitf 
•f  wit,  that  this  new  Journal  excited  loud  murmurs^  and  tha 
moat  heart-moving  complaints.  ♦  ♦  *  Sallo  after  having 
pubtished  only  his  third  volume,  felt  the  wasps  of  literature 
throBging  ao  thick  about  him,  that  be  very  gladly  abdicated 
the  throne  of  Criticism.  Intimidated  by  the  fate  of  Sallo,  bis 
aoccesaor,  Abb6  Gallois,  floorished  in  a  milder  reign.  He  con-« 
tented  himself  with  giving  the  titles  of  books  accompanied 
with  extraets;  and  he  was  more  usefol  than  interesting.  *  '^

A  re-impression  of  the  Journal  des  Savans,  combined  with 
the  Mhmoires  de  Trkvoux,  (from  Jan.  17^4  to  December  1763} 
was  published  at  Amsterdam,  in  7^  voLs.  12rao  ;  comprising  a 
volume  of  Index.

During  the  years  3,  4,  5,  and  6  (1795-8)  of  the  Re- 
public, M.  Geoffiroy  took  the  lead.  M.  Agasse  having  given  up

^car  7  (1799)  it  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  bookseller  Giilkau, 
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who  published  ahout  forty  numbers  of  it.  In  1800,  Fontanes, 
La  Harpe,  the  Abb^s  Morellet  and  B.  de  VanxcelleSy  restored 
the  Mercure  in  an  octavo  form.  From  180*2  to  1810,  Fontanes , 
Qiateaubriand,  Auger  and  others  were  among  the  contributors. 
The  Revue  philosophiqne^  a  continuation  of  the  Dkcade  philo- 
sophiqucy  being  incorporated  with  the  Mereure,  in  Sept.  1807, 
the  principal  editors  of  the  Decade  and  the  Revue^  viz.  Gjn«i 
gnen6,  Amaury  Duval,  &c.  became  oontributors  to  the  Mercure.

TRECASTEAUx,  who  was  sout  in  search  of  Fi- 
ROUSE,  form  a  very  interesting  portion  of  works 
on  thi^  subject.  Among  the  first  of  modern 
travellers,  we  should  place  the  name  of  Hum- 
boldt. **  Nothing^  says  Dibdin,  ^*  seems  too

This  edition^  says  Peignot  (J^anuel^  toL  2,  p.  346)  is  the 
only  one  that  contains  all  the  works  of  Barth^lemy.  ^t  the 
head  of  the  first  volume  is  a  Notice,  on  the  life  and  works  of 
the  author^  who  has  done  little  niore  than  repeat  what  Barth^* 
l^my  himself  has  said  in  the  Memoirs  which  are  given  in  this 
edition.  To  this  Notice  is  attached  a  well  arranged  list  of 
the  author's  works.  After  the  Memoirs,  the  Voyage  d'Ana* 
charM,  preceded  by  the  Introduction,  occupies  the  first,  the 
second,  and  part  of  the  third  volume.  The  miscellaneous 
works  occupy  the  remainder  of  the  third,  and  part  of  the  fourth 
volume.  Of  the  maps  contained  in  the  Atlas,  40  belong  to  the 
Voyage f  and  28  to  the  miscellaneous  works. 

Of  the  Voyage  d^AnacharsiSy  now  become  a  classical  work, 
and  80  correct  in  all  its  descriptions  as  to  be  rather  deservinj^ 
of  a  place  among  books  of  history,  than  of  travels,  it  is  unne- 
cessary to  speak  in  terms  of  praise  ;  no  man  who  possesses 
both  judgment  and  taste,  will  be  without  this  book,  if  he  has 
the  means  to  display  the  former,  and  gratify  the  latter.

TAbb^Caron.  To  tbis  important  collection  sbonld  be  added 
the  Life  of  Bossuet,  by  Cardinal  Bausset,  4  vols.  8vo. 

'^  Bossnet  is  considered  as  tbe  glory  of  tbe  Churcb  and  Epis* 
copacy  of  S'rance.  lie  was  doubtless  a  very  great  man ;  an 
acttte  disputant,  an  accomplisbed  scbolar,  a  deeply  read  divine, 
and  a  powerful  and  eloquent  writer.  In  declamation  of  tbe 
bigbest  order,  and  in  stirring  up  tbe  passions  (as  in  bis  Funeral 
Orations)  he  bas  never  perbaps  bad  bis  equal  in  any  pulpit  in 
Christendom.  Tbe  Jesuits  adored  bis  person  while  alive,  and 
bis  memory  when  he  died.  They  put  forth  an  edition  of  bis 
works  in  twenty  quarto  volumes,  in  1743-53.  *  *  *  A 
new  edition  of  ^Bossuet  was  published  in  1772-88,  in  19  volumes.

This  work  was  held  out  by  the  Ca- 
tboliof^,  )is  a  very  crabbed  bone  for  tbe  Calvinists  and  Protestants 
to  pick  !  It  was  preceded  by  the  Exposition  do  la  Doctrine 
cathoUqttc,  in  which  tbe  author  wae  said  to  have  converted 
Turenne  to  Catholicism.  However,  there  were  not  wanting 
Protestants,  calvanistic  and  otherwise,  to  pick  most  completely 
the  catholical  bone !  and  among  these,  tbe  famous  Basnage  took 
a  very  successful  lead."

The  merits  of  Buffon's  great  work,  as  regards' the  beauty  of 
its  style,  and  its  demerits,  as  to  the  fallacy  of  some  theories  it 
eontiuns,  are  both  so  well  known,  that  instead  of  producing 
critical  observations,  thus  rendered  unnecessary,  we  think  it 
more  advisable  to  offer  such  information  respecting  the  editioos 
of  his  works,  as  may  enable  the  Amateur  to  procure  the  most 
valuable,  or  that  best  suiting  his  particular  wish. 
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This  edition  is  valued  by  Connaisaeurs  on  account  of  the 
beauty  of  the  engravings  it  contains.  But  it  is  very  difficult, 
says  Brunet,  to  procure  copies*  all  the  volumes  of  which  contain 
equally  fine  impressions  of  the  plates,  for  the  work  having  been 
more  than  fifty  years  in  the  course  of  publication,  many  sub-* 
scribers  neglected  taking  their  copies  as  they  appeared,  and 
only  completed  them  when  it  was  no  longer  possible  to  procure 
equally  good  proof  impressions;  so  that  it  is  by  no  means  un- 
common to  find  copies,  the  first  volumes  of  which  contain  very 
fine  impressions,  and  the  latter  inferior  ones,  or  vice  versa.  It 
should  be  observed,  that  all  copies  bearing  the  King's  Arms, 
and  which  were  presentation  copies,  are  less  liable  to  this  de- 
fect, and  are  therefore  preferred  to  the  others.  The  list  oi errata 
which  ought  to  be  found  at  the  end  of  the  first  four  volumes^ 
serves  as  a  distinguishing  mark,  by  which  the  first  editions  of 
these  volumes  may  be  known.

This  edition  is  deserving  of  commendation,  as  regards  the 
t3rpographical  execution  of  the  plates  ;  it  is  however,  imperfect 
as  to  the  text.

F.  Didot,  deserves 
approbation,  on  account  of  the  correctness  of  the  text,  and  the 
number  and  execution  of  the  plates,  copied  from  those  of  the 
edition  printed  at  the  Imprimerie  royale^  (1749,  4to.)  It  con* 
lains  what  has  been  omitted  in  all  the  modem  editions,  as  su- 
perfluous, the  anatomical  part  by  Daubeuton,  a  task  for  which 
he  was  particularly  well-calculated  ;  for  if  we  believe  M. 
Cuvier,  a  competent  judge  on  t1^  subjoct,  '^  such  was  the  ex- 
treme care  of  Daubenton,  that  it  is  in  vain  to  look  for  an  error, 
and  his  anatonucal  descriptions  form  an  important  and  indis*' 
pensable  appendage  to  the  text  of  Buffon  ;  so  that  we  may  con- 
sider as  imperfect,  all  editions  in  which  they  are  not  to  be 
found.'' 

Besides  this  claim  to  superiority  over  the  edition  of  1749, 
this  has  the  advantage  of  having  the  supplements  placed  at  the 
end  of  the  articles  to  which  they  belong ;  and  of  containing?

This  edition,  tbe  most  complete  of  Cliamfort's  works,  besi  Jos 
those  which  found  a  place  in  the  former  editions,  contains 
many  that  had  never  appeared  with  his  name  ;  also  bis  Notes 
to  tbe  fables  of  La  Fontaine,  and  under  tbe  title  of  Mtlanges 
de  LittSrature  et  d'Hiaiotre,  the  articles  be  furnished  to  the 
JHercure. 

Cbamfort  was  a  man  very  largely  gifted  with  Esprit ,  and 
among  the  whole  of  his  productions,  there  is  probably  not  one 
that  can  be  called  ennuyeuwy  except  the  tragedy  of  Muetapha 
et  Z4angiry  which  was  written  to  flatter  Louis  XVI,  it 
being  an  allusion  to  the  friendsliip  which  existed,  or  was  sup- 
posed to  exist,  between  the  monarch  and  his  brothers,  the 
Counts  of  Provence  and  of  Artois.  The  anecdotes  of  the  soci- 
ety in  which  Cbamfort  passed  the  evening,  and  which  on  bis 
return  borne  he  noted  down  on  the  back  of  a  playiug  card,  are 
extremely  amusing,  and  the  style  in  which  they  are  written, 
comes  nearer  in  piquancy,  to  the  lighter  productions  of  Vol-* 
taire  than  any  thing  we  have  bad  of  a  similar  nature  since. 
Cbamfort  composed  several  of  the  speeches  which  Mirabeau 
pronounced  from  the  tribune.  He  put  an  end  to  his  existence 
during  the  reign  of  terror.  This  edition  of  his  works  is  wor- 
thy of  occupying  a  place  in  the  library  of  every  lover  of  French 
Literature."

— Siustained  by  means  of  wit  and  satire,  without  any  assistance 
derived  either  from  sublimity  or  pathos.  It  signified  little  to 
Moli^re  what  was  the  mere  form  which  his  drama  assumed :

La  Bruy^re  draws  the  following  eloquent  parallel  between 
Corneille  and  Racine,  *^  If  any  comparison  between  them  be  al- 
lowed, perhaps  it  will  be  correct  to  say,  that  Corneille  brings 
us  into  his  characters  and  ideas ;  Racine  conforms  himself  to 
ours ;  the  former  depicts  man  as  he  ought  to  be,  the  latter  as 
ho  is  found ;  there  is  more  in  the  former  to  admire  and  to  imi- 
tate, and  more  in  the  latter  to  make  us  satisfied  with  ourselves. 
The  one  elevates,  astonishes,  subdues,  instructs ;  the  other  pleases, 
softens,  and  penetrates.  Whatever  is  great,  grand,  and  noble 
which  reason  dictates,  is  illustrated  by  the  former,  while  the 
latter  produces  the  most  seductive  and  delicate  effects  of  passion. 
In  the  former  may  be  found  rules  and  precepts ;  in  the  latter, 
tasteful  ideas  and  sentimentalities.  We  are  more  strongly  pos- 
sessed by  the  pieces  of  Corneille ;  and  more  moved  and  softened 
by  those  of  Racine.  Corneille  is  more  moral ;  Racine  more  na- 
tural. It  should  appear  as  if  one  copied  Sophocles^  and  the 
other  preferred  Euripedes  for  his  model.''

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UttgecUes  vrhkih  are  reacUble,  of  whidi  ought  to  be  read  ;  t^ere 
are  but  the  Eheire  and  RadamiHe  of  Gr6biUon»  which  a  tnan 
of  aay  tast^  can  sit  to  hear ;  but  the  tragedies  of  Racine  I  can 
reeommendy  with  one  only  exception —  Lea  Frires  Enneum,'' 
Of  his  own  writings  he  says  —  "  M.  de  Voltaire's  dialogne  Is 
infinitely  preferable  to  that  of  O^billon,  as  all  the  world  knows ; 
and  his  skill  altogether  so  superior^  that  some  of  his  pieces,

with  those  of  the  great  Corneille.  I  advance  nothing  which  I 
cannot  prove."

This  is  the  most  complete  edition  of  Rousseau's  works.  It 
is  distinguished,  says  Brunet,  not  only  for  the  beauty  of  the 
impression  and  the  engravings,  but  it  also  contains  an  excellent 
text,  founded  in  a  great  measure  on  that  of  Geneva,  and  with- 
out the  pretended  ameliorations  introduced  in  the  edition  of 
1801.  The  editor,  M.  Petitain,  whose  enlightened  zeal  cannot 
be  too  much  praised,  has  left  no  means  untried  of  rendeiing 
the  work  as  perfect  as  possible,  and  his  efforts  have  been 
crowned  with  complete  success :  but  the  reader  who  wishes  to 
know  all  the  advantages  of  this  edition,  must  consult  its  fr&* 
faces  and  interesting  notes,  as  the  limits  of  thb  work  will  not 
allow  us  to  give  them  here  in  full. 

'^  What  love  and  desire —  what  longing  and  passionate  expec* 
tatioo,  hung  upon  the  voice  of  Rousseau^  the  idol  of  his  day  ! 
•—That  spell  is  broken.  We  now  can  regard  his  works  in 
themselves,  in  a  great  measure  free  from  all  the  dehuions  and 
i]luriQD8  that,  like  the  glories  of  a  bright  and  vapoury  atmos-* 
phere,  were  for  ever  rising  up  and  encircling  the  image  of  their 
wonderful ,  creator.  Still  is  the  impression  of  his  works  vivid 
and  strong.  The  charm  which  cannot  pass  away  is  there — life 
breathmg  in  dead  words,  —  the  pulses  of  passion —  the  thrilling 
of  the  frame, — the  sweet  pleasure  stealing  from  senses  touched 
with  ecstacy  into  sounds  which  the  tongue  frames,  and  the  lipa 
utter  with  delight.  All  these  still  are  there — the  fresh  beaoty, 
the  nndimned  lustre  —  the  immcMrtal  bloom  and  verdure  and 
fragrance  of  life.  These,  light  and  vision  like  as  they  eeem, 
endure  as  in  marble.  But  that  which  made  the  spirits  of  men^ 
from  one  end  of  Europe  to  the  other,  turn  to  the  name  of  $ons-«

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e«if  e,  was  tlie  lUusitn  of  ooe  generalkmy  and  has  not  surviTed 
to  another*  And  what  wa3  the  speU  of  that  illasion  ?  Was  it 
merely  that  hewitching  strain  of  dreaming  melancholy  which 
lent  to  moral  declamation  the  tenderness  of  romance  ?  Or  that 
fierj  impress  of  homing  sensihilit)',  which  threw  over  ahstraet 
and  suhtle  disqnbitions,  all  the  colours  of  a  lover's  tale  ?  These 
undouhtedly — hut  not  these  alone.  It  was  6hat  coutinual  im- 
personation of  himself  in  his  writings^  hy  which  he  was  for  ever 
kept  brightly  present  before  the  eyes  of  men.  There  was  in 
him  a  strange  and  unusual  desire  of  depicting  himself  through 
all  the  changes  of  his  being.  His  wild  temper  only  found  ease 
in  tracing  out,  in  laying  bare  to  tho  univei*sal  gaze,  the  very 
ground-work,  the  most  secret  paihs>  the  darkest  covei'ts,  of  om 
of  the  most  unmanageable  minds  ever  formed  by  nature. 
From  the  moment  that  his  first  literary  success  had  wedded  hua 
to  tiie  public —  this  was  his  history — and  such  his  strange,  con-» 
tradictory,  divided  life.  Shy,  and  shunning  the  faces  of  men 
in  his  daily  walks,  yet  earching  and  rending  up  the  inmost  re- 
cesses of  his  heart  for  the  inspection  of  tlmt  race  which  he 
either  feared  or  hated.  As  a  nan  turning  from  the  light  as 
from  something  insupportably  loathsome,  and  plunging  into  the 
thickest  shades.  Yet  in  that  other  existence  which  he  held 
from  imagination,  living  in  the  presence  of  men,  in  the  full  broad 
glare  of  the  world's  age — and  eagerly,  impetuously,  passionately,

*^  Rousseau  appeared  for  the  first  time  before  the  literary 
trorld  in  1750,  when  his  answer  to  the  question^  whether  the 
revival  of  letters  had  contributed  to  the  improvement  of  public 
morals,  was  crowned  by  the  Academy  of  Dijon.  *  All  hb  after 
works '  says  Madame  de  Sta^l,  *  are  but  the  dcvelopement  of 
the  system  founded  by  this  first  Essay.'  His  writings  every 
where  exhibit  his  passion  for  nature,  and  his  hatred  for  all  the 
additions  made  to  it  by  man.  His  next  production  is  a  Dii^ 
coura  eur  les  causes  de  Vinkgalitk  parmi  ks  hommes,  et  sur 
Vorigine  des  socittks.  This  Essay  is  universally  esteemed  aa 
a  master-piece  of  eloquence,  abounding  in  paradox,  problem^ 
and  ideas  of  the  wildest  description.  His  Letter  to  d'Alembert 
contains  many  important  truths,  mixed  up  with  a  great  deal  of 
ridiculous  matter.  It  breathes  however,  the  spirit  of  patriotism, 
and  advocs^tes  the  principles  of  virtue.  Rousseau  it  is  well 
known  was  passionately  fond  of  music.  His  Devin  du  Village 
Is  the  only  opera  I  know,  the  words  and  music  of  which  are 
entirely  by  one  author.  In  1761  he  published  La  ^ouvelle 
HeloUe^  a  work  abounding  in  great  beauties,  and  great  defects. 
Le  Central  social  followed  next,  greatly  applauded  by  some, 
and  according  to  others,  full  of  contradictions  and  errors.  Vol- 
taire entitled  it  the  unsocial  Contract,  In  1762,  his  Emile 
appeared,  which  is  principally  on  the  subject  of  education.  This 
work  is  said  to  have  contributed  to  the  progress  of  infidelity. 
It  was  condemned  by  the  Parliament  of  Paris.  These  words 
attributed  to  Madame  de  Boufllers,  will  serve  for  the  Confession. 
^  Rousseau  would  hnve  had  a  greater  character  for  virtue  had 
he  died  without  making  confession."

In  short,  the  impression  betrayed  the  absence  of  a  Correct  cdi-^ 
torial  tact ;  and  La  Harpe  tells  us  that  those  of  Didot  are  very 
much  superior  in  accuracy  and  utility."

An  edition,  heautifully  printed,  has  lately  appeared,  in  one 
vqI.  8vo.  and  may  he  regarded  a  great  typographical  curiosity. 

M  Linguet  (in  his  Critical  Analysis  and  Review  of  Voltaire'a 
Works)  opens  his  Critique  on  the  prose  works  of  Voltaire  with 
this  general  encomium ;  — *^  This  is  the  field  in  which  Voltaire 
might  he  truly  said  to  triumph ;  at  least,  the  applause  he  gmns 
or  forces  from  his  readers,  when  addressmg  them  in  a  ktngnagey 
divested  of  the  pomp,  the  pretensions,  we  may  even  say  the 
emharrassments  of  poetry,  is  then  much  less  liable  to  exception. 
A  purity  of  elocution,  a  justness  of  epithet,  a  profusion  of 
ideas,  perspicuity  and  energy  of  expression,  neatness  of  style, 
and  harmony  of  period,  gaiety,  dignity,  all  are  here  found, 
united  to  an  case,  a  facility,  and  an  art  of  familiarizing  every 
subject,  in  a  manner  before  him  unparalleled. 

Voltaire  at  the  age  of  24  (1718)  produced  his  tragedy  of 
(Edipe,  which  had  great  success.  Ari^mire  and  Marianne^ 
two  tragedies  followed,  and  failed.  In  1723  he  published  the 
first  edition  of  the  Henriade,  which  had  for  its  title  Poime  dc 
la  Ligue.  His  reputation  went  on  increasing.  He  was  the 
first  French  writer  who  gave  kcl&t  in  his  own  country,  to  the

Idteratare  of  England.  His  work  called  Elhnens  de  la  Phi- 
lo»opkie  de  J^etpton,  mi^  d  la  porthe  de  tout  le  monde,  excited 
against  him  a  namber  of  partisans  of  Descartes,  amongst  whom 
was  the  celebrated  d'Aguesseau.  Desfontaines,  in  a  reriew 
of  this  work,  altered  the  title  to  mis  d  la  porte  de  tout  le  numde ! 
because  it  was  well  known  that  Voltaire  made  presents  of  his 
book  to  a  number  of  individuals.  In  1630  Brutus  was  performed, 
and  in  1732,  Zaire y  and  in  the  same  year,  Le  Temple  d%  GoiU 
was  published.  ^Izire  was  performed  in  If  36  and  Makumei 
in  1741.  The  latter  was  denounced,  as  anti-religions,  and  it 
was  cooBequentlj  withdrawn.  Mkrope  was  produced  in  1749^ 
and  had,  as  it  merited,  the  greatest  success.  It  was  after  the 
representation  of  this  piece,  that  the  author  first  was  called 
for  by  the  audience,  a  custom  which  has  since  been  greatly 
abused.  La  Prineesse  de  Navarrey  written  by  order  of  the 
Court,  is  one  of  his  worst  productions.  Le  T^^itple  de  h  Gleii^ 
is  also  an  inferior  work.  Le  Sikcle  de  Louis  XIV.  is  an  inge- 
nious skeiteh,  but  not  matter  of  history.  There  are  avUelis  of 
great  beauty,  but  the  whole  work  is  considered  more  brilliant 
than  solid.  His  8iMe  de  Leui9  XF.  is  rery  inferior  to  the 
former,  and  in  fact  is  rather  insipid.
